IGNORING HIS PREDECESSOR’S REFORMS 

—TANNER AS A PENSION ATTORNEY 
—TO STOP MAIL ROBBERIES. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—One of the sensible re- 
forms eftected by Mr. E. O. Graves when he 
was Chief of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing was to stop the indiscriminate rush of 
visitors to the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing. This action saved the employes a great 
deal of annoyance, enabled them to keep their 
minds upon their work, increased the safe- 
guards thr»wn around the printing and hana- 
ling of paper money, revenue stamps, and other 
securities, and took from the pay rolis the per- 
sons employed as guides, 

Since Oct. 1 all this has been changed. Under 
the orders of Mr. Graves’s successor, Capt. 
Meredith, visitors are now aliowed to go through 
the building on any week day from 9:30 to 2 
o’clook, and the Government pays for the serv- 
ices of a number of employes who are organized 
into a regular corps of guides. The guides re- 
gard Capt. Meredith’s order as a very good 
thing, and the Captain himseif undoubtedly ap- 
preciates the fact that, under it, he has so many 


more places to be parceled out for the benetit 
of Republican Party workers. Mr. Graves found 
ten persons regularly employed as guides, at 
@ cost Of more than $4,000 a year, besides other 
emploves occasionally detailed for the sume 
service. The guides were discharged or other- 
wise assigned. The force of clerks was reduced 
from eizhty-eight to fifty-seven. The messenger 
force was also greatly reduced and many super- 
fluous places at from $2,000 a year to $1 a day 
were ‘“‘ permanently,” he thought, abolished. 
Col. Meredith dves not think se. Mr. Graves’s 
reduction of force, 259 in nine months, is likely 
to become @ tradition merely under his.gener- 
ous successor.

An effort was made a few days ago at the 
Pension Office to find out whether a woman 
Baid to be carried on the pension rolls was 


actually a pensioner. It was so understood and 
she was reported to be pensioned as a widow. 
it had been learned that her husband is still 
living, and if that is the case she is not en- 
titled to be a widow pensioner. The informa- 
tion was fiatly refused. 

According to the report of Secretary Noble’s 
committee to examine lanner’s rerating record 
there are persons about Washington who do 
not have the samediflicuity. On page 28 of there- 
port a letter is repruduced, it having been iounu 
on the back of the application for rerating of 
James Hare, private, Company G, Twenty-tirst 
Massachusetts Volunteers. This atwiorne 
showed arecord of eighteen years’ service, ad- 
vertised himself as making a specialty of seour- 
ing reratings, and stated: ‘‘] have gone over 
the pension rolls carefully and selected the cases 
in which I probably can recover arrearages of 
pension money, or higher rating of the pension 
trom its inception, and this circular is sent to 
ouly such persons.” Then he gave a list of 
thirty-two persons said to have secured rerat- 
ings, and gavea sample case, in which he had 
obtained for one mau pension arrears of $2,672. 

Just why the Pension Office should Cecline to 
give information that may prevent fraud ex- 
cept toclaim agents who are trying to make 
feesis something that Gen. Raum and Secre- 
tary Noble ought to be concerned about. 


A eonference of Post Office Inspectors is now 
in session at the Post Office Department consid- 
eriug the problem of how to improve their 


meaus of detecting fraud and theft in the mail 
service and render the transit of valuable prop- 
erty more safe. They bave been trying to find 
an improved form of envelope for registered 
packaves which cannot be opened and rifled 
without being destroyed, thus enabling them to 
trace the loss of a package directly to the guilty 
man. About one hundred samples have been 
submitted. None of them is satisfactory, as 
even the best of them could, in the hands of an 
expert, be opened, rified of its contents, sealed 
up again, and sent on without giving{ any 
indication of having been tampered with. An 
envelope used in the English service is the best 
thus far presented, and it may be adopted here. 


‘The cruiser Baltimore is being put in first- 
class trim for her next trial. Her machinery is 
being carefully cleaned and adjusted, and, as 
some of the boilers foamed on changing from 
fresh to salt water on the last trial, a proposi- 
tion is being considered to utilize some of the 
compartments in her double bottom to carry a 
supply of tresh water, in the manner recently 
adopted in some of the new vessels of the Eng- 
lish Navy. 

The retirement of Commander George T. 
Glass of the navy has been recommended by a 
Naval Retiring Board. This will promote Lieut. 


Commander John 8. Newell to be a Commander, 
—. Willie Swift to be a Lieut. Commander, 

eut. (junior grade) William B. Caperton to be 
a Lieutenant, and Ensign John L. Holcombe to 
be a Lieutenant, Gunior grade.) 


The two vacancies in the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment have been filled by the appointment 
of First Lieut. Theodore E. True, Fourth In- 


fantry, and First Lieut. John McE. Hyde, 
Eighth Infantry. Both these officers become 
Captains after an unusually long service in the 

ade of Lieutenant, the former having been a 

jeutenant in the regular army for twenty- 
three years and three months, and the latter 
having a like service, twenty-two years and 
two months. They both have good war records. 


The report of the army court of inquiry which 
investigated the charges made with regard to 
the treatment of recruits at Jefferson Barracks, 
Missouri, has been laid before Secretary Proc- 
tor by Capt. Ebstein, a member of the court, 
who came on here for the purpose. The testi- 
mony taken showed that the charges made 
were exaggerated, but there was some founda- 
tion for a part of them. The charges of extreme 
cruelty toward the enlisted men were not 
proved. It was found that the food given the 
taen was badly cooked and poorly served. The 
vations were ample, and the supply of vegeta- 
bles was particularly abundant. [t was show 
however, that too much coffee and sugar bh 
,been saved and turned over to the Commis- 
sary for its equivalent in money, and that the 
messes had not been conducted judiciously. 
There was Do pore! gigs agence of this money, 
and it was all piaced to the credit of the differ- 
ent messes. The charges that non-commis- 
sioned officers were taking advantage of the re- 
cruits and were running games of chance, such 
as stud poker, chuck-a-luck, and the like, and 

hereby getting a part of the monthly wages 

f the men, were sustained. Only one case of 
what might be termed harsh treatment by the 
non-commissioned officers was discovered, and 
this branch of the allegations practically fell 
to the ground. There have been many daser- 
tions, but Capt. Ebstein attributes this chiefly 
to the propinquity of @ large city.

A PROHIBITION LEAGUE. 


AN INTER-STATE ORGANIZATION PRO- 


POSED IN THE WEST. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Oct, 22.—-A movement is on 
foot which will undoubtedly end in the estab- 
ishment of an Inter-State league whose pur- 
pose will be to fight the liquor traffic. Nebraska 
is to vote on a prohibitory amendment next 
year, and the idea is to perfect an organization, 
which will bring the unitea Prohibition 
strength of the West to bear in the campaign. 

The statement submitted to the Presidents of 
the State Temperance Associations of Iowa, 
Nebraska, and the two Dakotas, by James, A. 
Troutman of the Kansas Temperance Union, in 
furtherance of the plan, is as follows: 


“ The adoption of prohibition by the two Dakotas 
at the recent elections transfers the contest in 
these States from the popular forum to the halls of 
legislation, and from there to the courts of justice. 
Nebraska is just entering upon acampaign ofa whole 
year’s duration. The crystallization of the sov- 
ereign will of the Dakotas into wise laws, and the 
intiexible administration of these laws after their 
enactment, aud the favorable result of Nebrasku’s 
campaign, are matters of vital concern, even out- 
side of the territory limits of the States named. 

**Prohibition is the fixed policy of Kansas, and 
sustained by sach an overwhelming sentiment that 
repealis neither feared by its friends nor expectea 
by its enemies. Iowa has aiso passed the rubicon 
upon this question. The success of prohibition in 
Nebraska pext year closes the gap and cements 
five imperial States, lying by side, in a united cru- 
sade against the liquor traffic. These States ought 

as close together in effort and influence as 
they are geographically. The years of experience 
Kansas and Iowa have had ought to be utilized to 
the advantage of the other three States. 

“ I have had in my mind for several days the idea 
that there ought to be a strong central organiza- 
tion, embracing these five States, and I suggest 
that a convention be called, to meet in Omaha about 
the lst ot January, for the purpose of forming such 
an organization. Omaha is suggested because of 
its convenience of access, and for the additional 
reason that Nebraska is to be the distinctive battie 
“yet gr of 1890. Limit the organization at 

rst to these five States, adding adjacent 
States whenever they submit the question of 
prohibition to the people. This limitation 
would confine the organization to States occupying 
an advanced position, those states that had already 
adopted prohibition or were approaching a cam- 
paign, and would insure the active interest and 
Oval co-operation of all the territory included 
The experience of Kansas andthe other pioneer 
States would help the newer ones, while success in 
the newer States would strengthen and fortify the 
older ones. 

“The advantage bf such an organization, how- 
ever, needs no elaboration. The attendance upon 
such a convention would perhaps not be large, vut 
would be representative in character, and the meet- 
ing would mark the beginning of a political organ- 
ization. I have written to the Presidents of the 
several State societies and requested them to com- 
municate with me, making any suggestions that 
might seem pertinent, and would be glad to hear 
from you, especially as to the date and place. If 
there is general assent the five State organizations 
can unite inacall, agreeing in advance upon the 
basis of representation and such matters of detail 
as may be primarily important.” ( 

Mr. Troutman has already received replies 
from C. A. Atkinson, President of the Nebraska 
Association, and J. J. Barnes, President of the 
Southern Dakota Association, indorsing the 
plan and promising hearty co-operation.

OPENING THE REICHSTAG 


THE EMPERORS CONFIDENCE 
IN PEACH. 
THE SPEECH FROM THE THRONE GIVING 
MANY ASSURANCES BUT INCREASING 
ARMY AND NAVY ESTIMATES. 


BERLIN, Oct. 22.—The Reichstag opened to- 
day. Herr von Boetticher, Vice President of 
the Prussian Ministry, read the Emperor's 
speech from the throne, The address says: 

“The active attention of the present Reichs- 
tag has been especially directed to the securing 
of peace abroad and at home, and the tasks of 
the forthcoming session will be in the same di- 
rection. When the Reichstag met in 1887 the 
foremost object was the consolidation of the 
defensive powers of the Fatherland. The 
Reichstag, with patriotic appreciation of the sit- 
uation, applied itself thereto. Your co-opera- 
tion to this end will be again claimed. In order 
to develop the efficiency of the army 
and its reaciness for action in accordance 
with whatever circumstances may arise, 
and thereby impart to the efforts 


ofthe Emperor and his exalted allies for the 
proeee yaee of peace the weight which 1s their 

ue in the counvil of nations, a bill will be pre- 
sented by the Government amending the mili- 
tary law of May 2, 1874. It will provide for a 
fresh distribution of the army, and is intended 
to readjust in the interest of the training and 
conduct of the army the inequalities of o rgan- 
ization which have arisen through strengthen- 
ing the army and the the displacementof hone 
from time to time. From this cause and the 
corresponding expansion of the naval power 
arises the additional expenditure set forth in 
the budget. 

‘The financial statement to be submitted will 
present a not inconsiderable increase in the 
matricular contributions of the several States 
tor the army compared with those of the cur- 
rent financial year. Nevertheless, these con- 
tributions will not greatly exceed the sums 
handed to the Fedral States from the imperial 
revenue, 

** New Socialist and banking bills are also an- 
nounced to be introduced. 

‘* In East Africa, thanks to the approval of the 
Reichstag, thorough measures for the suppres- 
sion of the slave trade and the protection of 
German interests have been taken. ‘The forces 
organized with the means provided by the 
Reichstag have, conjointly with the navy, so 
far accomplished their taska, rendering it again 
possible, after agreement with the other par- 
licipating powers, to raise the blockade. Thé 
Sultan of Zanzibar, moreover, has issued com- 
prehensive decrees promising to insure the 
abolition of slavery. The cost of the East 
Africa expedition could not for various reasons 
be limited to the sums granted by the law 
— in february, 1889. Therefore a new 

ill relative to the costs of the expedition will 
be submitted. A special department, to nave 
charge of colonial affairs, ill be formed in 
—— to relieve the Foreign Oltice of excessive 
work. 

“ The hopes expressed by the Emperor to the 
Reichstag on Nov. 22, 1888, tnat with God’s 
help the peace of Europe woald be sustained, 
have not ouly been realized, but have gained 
Strength as regards the future owing to the 
personal relations which the Emperor has since 
cultivated with the rulera of friendly allies, 
thereby helping to strengthen the confidence 
felt abroad in the honest love of peace animat- 
ing Germany’s policy, and justifying the belief 
that European peace, based on existing treaties, 
God helping, will be maintained during 1890,” 

The budget was presented to the Reichstag 
to-day. It increases the army charges 146,0U0,- 
000 marks, including 61,000,000 marks for the 
artillery. The naval estimates are increased 
36,000,000 marks. It shows a total expendi- 
ture of 1,208,644,739 mars, including 849,614,- 
835 marks of permanent and 81,349,597 marks 
of non-recurring expeuditure in the ordinary 
estimates, and 277,700,307 marks in the ex- 
traordinary estimates.

LATONIA RACE TRACK MEN MOURNING 
HIS SUDDEN DEPARTURE, 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 22.—The man who 
claims that he is Lora Hinton, a real live Eng- 
lish peer, with a pedigree as long as a 
rope and family recora that almost equals 
it, passed through this city yesterday on 
his way to New-Orleans. He came from 
Latonia, where he played race horses and 
people for about $3,000. His lordship 
is a gentlemenly-looking man, tall and slender, 
with fair hair and blue eyes, a littie blonde 
muatache, and truly English side whiskers, who 
put up at the Gibson House, Cincinnati, the 
day previous to the opening of the Latonia 
races, and registered as Sidney 8, Léstrange of 
Chicago.

In a roundabout way he let it be known that 
he was an English lord badeienigy Sorgens oo Be 
plunged on the Latonia races, but they did not 
come his way and he dropped a large amount. 
The last day of tne Latonia meeting there was 
weeping and wailing among horsemen and 
bookmakers over the departure of the distin- 
guished Englishman, who had _ swindled 
them right end left, having backed horses 
without paying his bets and having bor- 
rowed money and got drafts cashed, debts and 
all amounting to about $3,000, From Latonia 
he came to Luuisville, where he was recognized, 
and he at once jeft for the South. He 1s now 
traveling in this country, itis said,to avoid detec- 
tion by Scotland Yara people, He has been all

THE RIGHT OF OONFISOATION. 

DEs MOINES, Iowa, Oct. 22.—In two cases in 
which decisions were handed down by the Su- 
preme Court to-day, the opinion having been 
prepared by Judge Given, several old features 
and some new ones of the prohibitory law are 
passed upon. Ameng the questions is the right 
of the State by legislative enactment to confis- 


cate the personal Geopeny of a defendant with- 
out process of law, it being claimed that the 
statutes authorizing such procedure are in con- 
flict with the Constitutions of the United States 
ana of [owa. 

The opinion holds that in a criminal action 
for nuisance against the man the place kept by 
him is on trial also, and therefore there is due 
process of law. This is a matter that has been 
much discussed and involves a grave question 
of the extent of the power of State Legislatures, 
and it is a question that will doubtless take the 
case to the United States Supreme Court for 
discussion, The property rendered valueless 
by this order of the court exceeds $400,000 in 
value, and consisted of breweries in the city of 
Burlington.

THE “COUNTIES” TALK BACK 


MAURIOE J. POWER ANSWERS 
MR. GILROY’S LETTER. 
TAMMANY ACCUSED OF HAVING SHOCKED 
THE MORAL SENTIMENT OF THE 

COMMUNITY. 


The County Democracy has replied to Tam- 
Mmany’s caustic letter on the union on legislative 
candidates proposed in the resolution passed at 
Saturday’s session of the County Democracy 
Convention. Tammany sald a good many 
hard things in its letter, and the County De 
mocracy answers back in much the same spirit. 
The idea of the ‘Counties’ making a deal with 
the Republicans is ridiculed, Gov. Hill is used 
asa convenient club wherewith to rap Tam- 
many over the knuckles. 

The sub-committee of the County Democracy 
met in the small meeting room at Cooper Insti- 
tute in the afternoon, ana the answer of Tam- 
many was formaliy received and ordered on 
file. The nature of an answer to the communi- 
cation was discussed, and acommittee consist- 
ing of Maurice J. ower, ex-Senator James 
Daly, and ex-Corporation Counsel Beek- 
man was appointed to prepare’ the 
reply. Their report was speedily prepared 
and was promptly approved by the meeting. 
The letter was looked over and corrected by 
the Committee of Three in the New-Amsterdam 
Club last night, and late in the evening it was 
given out for publication. Tammany’s letter 
was from Mr. Gilroy to Mr. Power; this is 


from Mr. Power to Mr. Gilroy and forms an in- 
teresting chapter in the campaign sorrespond- 
ence. It is as follows: 


HEADQUARTERS NEW-YORK COUNTY DEMOCRACY, } 
COOPER UNION, New-York, Oct. 22, 1889. 
The Hon. Thomas F. Griroy, Chairman of Commit- 
tee on Or,anization,. Tammany Hall: 

DEAE SiR: Your communication of the 21st inst. 
acknowledging and in answer to mineof the 19th 
inst. isathand, I need not say that I regret that 
you indicate no inclination on the partof the or- 
ganization for which you speak to follow the prece- 
dents of the past years as to the appointment of 
legislative candidates. In declining our propost- 
tion for an equal division of such candidates you 
have assumed to ignore the basis of represerta- 
tion established by the Democratic Party of this 
State in its conventious, under which the Ceunty 
Democracy and the Tammany Hall organizations 
have been recognized as equal compo- 
nents of the party and have beon accorded 
equal representation upon the floor and in all 
committees. 1n the composition of the state Com- 
mittee the same equality of representation has 
been observed up toand mecluding the present year. 
You will thus perceive that the party to which we 
both owe allegiauce has, whenever opportunity has 
arisen, recognized the right of the two great Demo- 
cratic organizatiaUns in this city to equality of 
representation in the counsels of the party. 
1fitis proper that that equality ahould be pre- 
served in conventions and iu the State Committee, 
it is equally proper and cousistent that a like equal- 
ity should be recognized in the two houses o: the 
Legislature to the end that both organizations may 
share equally the responsibility for the attitude 
which the Democracy may take in legislative 
matters. 

Yhe County Democracy organization was sincere 
in insistiug upon the fair and reasonable propoai- 
tion conveyed toyou. That it contemplates breeding 
disa-terto the party through dissensions in the 
districts is distinctly untrue, and absurd as it 1s un- 
true. Our purpose was to avoid dessension, to 
secure uvanimity,and thus to insure asweeping vic- 
tory for the Democratic State and legislative tickets. 
Tnat you have seen fit to. meet us, not in a spirit 
of harmony. but with flippancy and false assump- 
tions of facts, is certainly little to your credit and 
not at all to our disadvautage. The unfounded and 

reposterous attack on thie organization contained 

n the statement that you make that a deal is con- 
templated by it for the election of Republican mem- 
bers of the Legislature is the familiar attempt to 
avoid a charge your organization cannot auswer or 
excuse by diverting public attention to a new issue 
in the hope that your treason to the interests of 
this city may thus be overlooked or forgotten. 

You have not attempted to deny the participation 
of your organization in the heinous legislation by 
which, for political advantage only, measures were 
rushed through the Legislature with indecent haste 
that were caiculated to increase your political 
power at the expense of the Sexparers of the city. 
Of these, the two bills for the reorganization 
ot .the Police and Park Departments were 
so antagonistic to the interests of the 
city and shocked the moral sense of the Community 
to such an extent that press and public united in 
condemning them. The Governor of the State in 
his veto messages of these iniquitious measures, 
stamped with the sternest disapproval in the fol- 
lowing impressive language, which I quote: 

~ While desiring to co-operate with the Legislat- 
urein every honest and genuine effort to promote 
the cause of municipal reform it should be stated 
that legislation cannot be expected to meet with 
executive approval, which, although cunningly de.

as reformatory in ita character, yet is, in fact, de- 
signed for partisan advantage or the mere substitu- 
tion of one set of officials for another, the creation 
of new offices, or the redistribution of political 

atronage. * * * The measure is not in the pub- 
fie interest and I cannot consistently approve it.” 

Your organization thus stands before the com- 
munity convicted by the Chief Executive of the 
State—alike the leader of the State Democracy—as 
wellas by a universal public sentiment, of acts 
which sustain the charge that Tamman ‘Hall ex- 
ists only to secure the spoils of office and falsity the 
hypocritical pretense yuu are now constantly mak- 
ing of solicitude of the public interest. 
That your organization assumes the fullest respon- 
sibility for these bills which have been justly 
stigmatized by the press and publicyas infamous, is 
proved by your renominating tothe Senate your po- 
litical henchmen who were most active in promoting 
the passage of this legislation. A decent regard for 
public opinion and a preper consideration for the 
public interests torbid the support of candidates 
who have thus proved themselves unworthy 
to represent the people of this city in the 
State Legislature. Your refusal to set them 
aside compels us to nominate candidates in 
each district who will more fitly represent the in- 
terests of the people of this city and be more true 
to the traditions and principles of the Democratic 
Party.

A. T. Clearwater, the ex-District Attorney of 
the county. Bothof these gentlemen reside in 
this city. 

The Democratic County Convention was held 
Wednesday last and the Republican Convention 
the day following. The former convention was 
peaceful, the nominations being made as per 
slate. The Republican Convention, as stated in 
@ dispatch to THE TIMES. was stormy, 
the adherents of Samuel D. Coyken- 
dall and Mayor Thomas Cornell on one 


side, and the adherents of Gen. George H. 
Sharpe and Company on the other side, having 
fought the ground over ineh by inch for the 
control of the party machinery in the county 
and the nomination of the county officers. 
The result was that Messrs. Coykendali and 
Cornell carried the day, and the men they 
favored for oflice were nominated. 

There are two daily newspapers published in 
this city--the Freeman, Republican, and the 
Leader, Democratic. Between them there 
wages the pitterest kind of a war. The Free- 
man Charges that the Leader is controlled by 
Judge Aiton B. Parker of the Second Division 
of the Court of Appeals in this State, and 
that he runs the paper in the interests 
of Gov.

NEGRO HEART. 


ASBURY PARK’S COLORED MEN PASS 
SOME RED-HOT RESOLUTIONS. 


RED Bank, N. J., Oct. 22.—The extensive 
negro element of this place is again deeply 
agitated over the color line question, and it is 
thought that the present excitement may have 
@ great effect on the colored vote in the ap- 
proaching election. An indignation meeting was 
held in Morrow’s Hall, West Park, last night. 
It was attended by hundreds of excited negroes, 


who were addressed by a number of speakers, 
among whom were the colored clergyman of 
the place. 

A series of red-hot resolutions were drawn 
up denouncing the maltreatment that is said to 
be growing more general in the South, advo- 
cating a petition to Congress and the President 
tor redress and protection, and closing with 
the following scorcher: 

Resolved, That Senator Gibbs of Georgia, in his 
unwarranted haste and thirat for the biood of the 
negro in his State, has struck a blow at the North- 
ern white men who wish to migrate south. 

The statements are couched throughout in the 
strongest language, charging the Southern 
States, especially Mississippi and Georgia, with 
plundering, robbing, and murdering the negro 
in cold blood. ‘The resolutions, to which 
are attached hundreds of signatures, will 
be forwarded to Congress at its next session. 
Mass meetings will be neld weekly, the leaders 
of the movement say, and an effort will be 
— to spread the agitation in ovher commu- 
nities. 





A TENEMENT HOUSE SET ON FIRE. 

A tenant of 143 West Twenty-sixth-street, a 
four-story tenement house which is occupied by 
five colored families, at 3 o’clock yesterday 
morning found that the house was on fire and 
aroused the inmates, who succeeded in putting 
out the fire without calling on the firemen.

ceived with groans and hisses from the Dema- 
rest men and their friends. <A ballot was taken 
and the Chair said the Secretaries were in 
doubt as to tne result, and that another pallot 
would have tu be taken.

Then it was announced that Henry C. Nelson 
had received 13 votes to Frank P. Demarest’s 
7. The Chairman consequently declared Henry

The row 
wascontinued out in the atreet, and 1t was 
threatened that Rockland County would run 
Demarest any way, aud then his friends went 
back to their side of the river in a great rage 
over the course things had taken.

PROOFS OF FRAUD—GRANITE AND TRAP- 
ROCK PAVING—DAVIS SACRIFICING

“If we can get an honest vote and « fair 
tount we shall beat the ring this Fall,” is the 
deglaration of half the Kepublicans and anti- 
ring Democrats metin Jersey City these days. 
More attention is now being given to the prepa- 
tations for guarding the ballot boxes than toavy 
other feature of the contest. Many Republic- 
ans say that the chief object of fusion ona 
county ticket was to secure co-operation in that 
work. Fusion has helped very materially. The 
anti-ring Democrats are strong in districts 
where Republicans are weak, and by joint 
action it seems as if pretty thorough watch 
might be kept. 

the Republicans yesterday sent out invita- 
tions fora meeting of citizens on Thursday 
night “ to consider and take measures to secure 
volunteer watching at the polls and the can- 
vaseing of votes at the coming election.” The 
anti-ring Democrats have already taken more 
advanced steps, in securing copies of the old 
registry, so as to see that no legal voter shall be 
left off the new registry list. Thorough inspec- 
tion will also be made of the names which the 
ring officials caused to be put on the registry. 
It is calculated, from what is known of a tew 
precincts, that fully 2,000 bogus names were 
registered by these officials on the tirst day of 
registration. 

Many Instances are given in which the law 
war ruthlessly violated on that day. The law 
provides three ways in which a name may be 
Tegistered. One way is by the voter appearing 
before the Registry Board in person, another by 
an uaintance of the voter appearing and 
making affidavit that he is entitled to vote 
there, and the third by the Register Board decid- 
ing that the said voter voted one in that pre- 
cinct at the last previous election. These rules 
were printed and given to the Registry Boards for 
their guidance, but the boards paid little atten- 
tion tothem. The Republican member of one 
of the boards in the Sixth District said yester- 
day that on registration day the three ring 
members of his board deelared the ruies wrong 
and that they were directed to register voters 
otherwise, and they did so.

To prevent the number of ballots 
disacresing with the poll jist, the repeater who 
votes, say, four baliots folded as one gives some 
tiame or address which the jude of elections 
understands as indicating the number. Thus, if 
the voter says “John Smith, 28 Montgomery- 
street,” the judge may understand that to be 
the signal that ths man votes four ballots as 
one, and the clerk is directed to enter in the 
poli book four names.

| have been extensively practiced in Jersey 
City. 

In last Spring’s election, at one precinct n 
the Third District, the ring had registered 
forty-one voters at one address, Of these 
thirty-nine voted. On investigation it Was 
fouvd that but four voters lived at the address 
indisated. Other instances of the same kind 
of fraud bv the Davis ring quite as glaring ae 
that can be given. 

Oheating in the count is & common practice. 
In one precinct of the First District, last Spring, 
but seven Votes were retirhed ag against the 
charter. A Democrat of the highest respect- 
ability, who was opposed to the charter, 
says that he knew of his own personal 
knowledge of seventeen yotes going into the box 
in that precinct against the charter, and he is 
morally certain that there were a great many 
more. The ring election otticers simply counted 
them as for the charter instead of against. In 
other pragincts the numper of votes counted 
against t charter was in sevéral cases very 
small, and less than these known to be cast. 
The only Republican ballots printed were 
against the charter, and there is no doubt that 
the party generally voted them, as did many 
Democrats. But the ring did the counting. 

One ef the most famous cases of ballot-box 
stuffing in Jersey City occurred a ose of 
Years ago, and is known as “‘the bathhouse 
case.” One of the election officers put in forty 
or fifty ballots himself, and was seen by several 
persons to doit. It was a bungling job. When 
the ballots were taken out the fraudulent ores 
were seen to be unmarked, and they were in ex- 
cass of the number of persons who had voted, as 
shown by the poll list.

THEY SEE THE SIGHTS AND ARE 
DINED AND WINED. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 22.—This was a day of sight- 
seeing for the delegates to the international 
Congress. Promptly at 10 o’clock the mem- 
bers of the Citizens’ Reception Committee were 
on hand at the hotel and as fast as the mem- 
bers of the party came down from 
the breakfast tables they were piaced 
in the care of a committeeman and taken 
to see the objects of interest near py. The first 
visit was paid to the gigantic establishment of 
Marshall Field, where 1,200 olerks are em- 
ployed, and after looking over the goods on the 
counters, and particularly serutinizing the 
American silk brocades, the delegates 
were escorted to the Board of Trade 
Building. Here they were received by 
President Seaverns and iaken upon the 
floor of the Exchange, the busy brokers and 
employes meanwhile pausing long enough in 


the rush of trade to allow the visitors to pass 
through the room. kefore they reached the 
gallery, however, business was again in full 
swing and the foreigners gazed in bewilderment 
upon the scene of apparently meaningless con- 
fusion and uproar. 

At5 o’clock this afternoon the doors of the 
Grand Paciffe banquet hall were thrown open 
that Chicago people might come in and view 
the appointments made by the citizens of this 
city forthe banqnet given this evening in 
honor of the excursionists, And this is what 
the people saw: A single table seating ninety 
od extending from the entrance to a 

ank of tropic vegetation at the other. Unaer 
the leaves of a huge bed of ferns in the table's 
centre tiny incandescent eloctric !amps glowed 
softly. At one end of the table was a floral 
ship ten feet jong with the word “ Chicago” on 
her bow; at the other end of the table was a 
train of flowers, aud on each side the name of 
the line. 

For two hours the citizens trailed through the 
hall admiring; then the doora were shut, the 
orchestra bexan its work, the 400 guests 
gathered in the flag-decorated corridors, and at 
7:30 ioe doors again rolled, and the guests were 
seated, Senator Farwell presiding, Gov. Fifer 
near him, and the guests from the South on 
either hand at the ceutral table. When eight 
courses of food had been served, and five giasses 
of varying size had been drained, the Hon. 
Charles B, Farwell proposed a health to the 
Presidents of the American Repabuics and the 
Emperor ot Brazil. It was drank standing, and 
was tite first toast of the journey to the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

The Hon. Charies R. Flint, United States dele- 
gate. made the principal speech of the evening. 

is subject was “ The Importance of the Inter- 
national Conference to the Merchants of the 
United States.” He said, in part: 


“ The act providing, for the calling of the Inter- 
national American Congréss was passed by a Ke- 
publican Senate, a Democratic Congress, and made 
alaw by the signature of Grover Cleveland. In 
order to insure @ non-partisan representation, al- 
though not provided for by the act, Democrats as 
well as Republicans were appointed delegates by 
President Harrison. 

“ Kurope is awaiting with deep interest tho out- 
come of this meeting of the nations of the Western 
Hemisphere, anditis but natural that she should 
look for important results When she reviews the 
history of ve past, Although commercial 
relations with the have been 
of great advantage to the New in supplying 
capital for the development of its vast resources— 
and while the representatives hera to-night, in line 
with the march of civilization, have been and are 
leaders in simplifying and extending international 
intercourse, they must recognize thatit is in the 
interest of the Americas that in the industrial 
straggle which is waging the world over to-day we 
should establish our commercial independence. 

“ Dealings between the people of the Americas 
should be direct, without fureign intervention. For 
want of apropeér mechanism of exchange our pur- 
chase of produce from South America are paid for 
by drafts on London bankers for our accouut, we 
paying them $1,000,000 annually in commis- 
sions on this . business alone—not for any ad- 
vance in cash, but simply for their auto- 
graphs, as we place the cash in London to meet 
such drafts on or before their maturity. Weshould 
establish our owo standard, aud if this congress 
formulates a system of inter-Americun exehange, 
and provides for the coinage of a dollar which shall

ANNUAL MEETING OF THE 
OHHSAPHEAKH AND OHIO. 
CHANGES ON UNION PACIFIO—PROPOSED 
BLANKET MORTGAGE OF THE ORE- 
GON IMPROVEMENT COMPANY. 


RIcHMOND, Va., Oct. 22,—The annual meeting 
of the stockholders of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railroad was held here'to-day. The annual re- 
port of the President and Directors was sub- 
mitted. After reviewing the history of the re- 
cent reorganization and the acquiring of the 
Richmond and Alleghany Road, the Directors 
say about financial affairs: ‘The fixed charges 
of thecompany for the entireline from Phebus 
to Cincinnati are $1,360, 130 for ‘interest on its 
outstanding bonds, ana $185,000 for rental of 
the Richmond and Alleghany Railroad, which, 
after four years will be increased to $300,000, 

“It is expected that during the coming year 
the Richmond and Alleghany willbe formally 
incorporated into the Chesapeake and Onbio sys- 
tem. When this is done, there are to be issued 
as a consideration fer it and to provide for 
liens upon it $6,000,000 first mortgage bonds, 
of which $1,000,000 are to bear 4 per cent. from 
the start. $5,000,000 to bear 2 per cent. for five 
years from Jan. 1, 1889, and 4 per cent, there- 
after; $1,000,000 second mortgage bonds bear- 
ing 2 per cent. for one year, 3 per cent. for the 
second year, and 4 per cent, thereafter; also 
$1,000,000 Chesapeake and Onio first preferrea 
stock and about $6,000,000 Chesapeake and 
Ohio common stock, and the stock of the Chesa- 
Peake and Ohio Railway Company is to be in- 
creased by those amounts. The fixed charges 
on this basis are included in the foregoing fig- 
ures, 

Of the improvements the report says: * In 
the reorganization of the company $4,600, 
of the new consolidated tives were put aside to 
pay for improvements and additions to the 
property. The issue of $1,500,000 of those bonds 

as been receutly authorized by the voting 
Trustees and the Board of Directors for certain 
specitied improvements, the chief of which are 
the payment of the new equipment purchased, 
the enlargement of terminal facilities at_ New- 
port News, Richmond, Clifton Gorge, and Cin- 
cinnati, the erection of additional shops, the 
construction of five miles of double track in the 
New River district, and an equal amount in the 
Kanawha district.” 

The Directors 
say: * Itis the intention of the management to 
remove the few remaining wooden bridges on 
thé line and replece them with iron ones of

The Atchison owned 
seven-eighths of this steamer, for which it re- 
ceived $75,000 and 5 per cent. in unpaid notes. 
The original cost of the vessel was $135,000, 
This makes six steamers purchased. It is de- 
clared that the 6 per cent, bonds may be retired 
on apy coupon day at 106, and the preferred 
stock can be pareeanee privately, thé holders 
being comparatively few, It woula require 
$6,584,640 to retire the sixes at 106 and stock 
at par, and if there were a discount of 5 per cent. 
on the general fives it would take less than 
$7,000,000 to yield that sum. 

The cone, believes that the construct ion 
wants of the next two years sould be fully met 
by the sale of $1,500,000 tives, so that there 
would be disposed of $8,500,000 of the $15,000,-

President Mortimer C. Addoms of the Repub- 
lHean Club read @ long list of Vice Presidents 
and these names were cheered: Chauncey M. 
Depew, Cornelius N. Bliss, John F. Plummer, 
Noah Dayis, Howard Crosby, and Elliott F. 
Shepard, When Senator Hiscock was tatro- 
dueed the audience audibly settled itself down 
to what it expected would be solid enjoyment, 
but somehow the handsome Senator was not in 
his accustomed intellectual trim, for when the 
Eleventh District Unitec Republican Club, the 
Colored Republican Association, and the Col- 
ored Pioneers ot the Fifth District made. their 
appearance with oa tympanum-smashing 
band, the unappreciative audience actually ap- 
Plauded them more than they had done the 
Speaker.

able business capacity, she went West and ih- 
vested her capital 

Within a year she mot in a little ev town a 
rich railtoad Géntractor, George F. Woolston, 
well knows in this citys He was marriéd and 
had children Who had almost come to their 
Majority, but his infatuation for this Woman 
seems to have been immediate and lasting. He 
took charge of her finahelal difairs, and they at 
once assumed a more satisfactory aspect for 
herself. Her hold over her néw protector be- 
camé sé absolute that after lie iad known her 
buta few months he gaye her a place in his 
own household at Marshalltown, Lowa, pre- 
senting her to his wife as Mrs. E. A. Willard of 
Boston, a rich Boston widow with money to in- 
vest and whom he rape im rrcgt | in her inten: 
tions, She did not remain there jong, _ 

Mra, Willara réceived thany gifts Teo ti Woot 
ston of money, bonds, and stock, besides the 
stimé neéessary for hér actiial living expenses, 
and when, last Simmer, Woolston came to Néew- 
York, bringing her with him, she had received 
and hat Hoseeeaion of enough money and se: 
curities po enable her. to live in exceptional 
oomtort for tlie reat of her life. 

During all these years Mrs. Woolston, the in- 
jured wife, had remained , silent under her 
wrongs, moré for thé sake of her children than 
for any other cause, Last Reprom r the bur- 
dén becdthé moré than she Could béar. She 
learned through detectives that her husband 
and Mrs. “ Willard” were living together at 
cottage ifi Sheepshead Bay; abd off thé 20th o 
September she went orn. there at a time when 
sis bélieved her husband would not be in. 
Mra. “ Willard’ met her at the door afd at once 
denotinced her to the landlady of the house, 
who was &lso at thé door, 48 ah “impostor.” 
Mrs, Woolston was uot to be, daunted by any 
such reception 48 this, and her story to the 
landlady was told with such evident sincerity 
and so much apparent truth a8 to carry convic- 
tion with it. Mra. “Willard” reéognized the 
fact that she was defeated, and, though it was 
raitiing heavily, she fled without any protettion 
againat the weather, and getting on a train for 
New-York disappeared. 

Mrs. Wooiston searched tlie trurke left by 
Mrs. Willard at the Sheepshead Bay cottage. 
One trink was filled with compromisitig letters 
written to the woman both by Woolston and 
other men. Some of the latter eye the best 
evidence that thé tioney lavished upon the 
woman by Woolston had been shared by her 
with other and poorer mén.

After her flight from Sheepshead Bay, Mrs.

She wenf to her 
old. stamping ground, “the West,” however, 
and as Woolston is now in Montana engaged in 
hig business, itis presumed that they are. to- 
gether. Mra. Woolston lives in Boston and has 
made no effort yef to get a divorce from her 
husband; She still hopes to effect a reconeilia- 
tion with him. . reek 

Emmet Wells waa seen at his office, 19 White- 
hall-street, pesteraay, and he said that the wo- 
man was still his wife. Heintimated, however, 
that he would take steps to secure a divorce as 
soon as possible.

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HIGH GRAIN FREIGHTS. 


RESTRIOTED SHIPMENTS WILL CAUSE A 
LARGE ACCUMULATION OF GRAIN. 


Thé high prices Which ate how being charged 
for grain fréighfs are having the effect of re- 
stricting grain shipments to such an extent 
that an Shoernious accumulation is inevitable 
and a cofisiderabld falling offin price an uiia- 
voidable consequence: Asis always the case 
under such # sondition of affairs the try of 
“combination” has been raised, but 4 sareful 
search for opinions on thé subject afiong grain 
shippets of this port made yesterday showed 
that present freight rates for grain, though 
abnormally high, are the legitimate result of 


natural circumstances, and that shippérs are 
not looking fofward to any lowef rates for 
s0mé6 months to come, 

E. R. Livermore, 6ne of the largest grain ship- 
pers of thié port and a veteran of the trade, 
voiced its very general opinion yesterday when 
he said: ‘Grain freights to-day are just about 
double what they were ear ago. By refer- 
ence to my books I find t 4 in_ October, isss, 
the rates were 249d. to 3%4. to Liverpool, 3d. to 
Glasgow, and other pottsin proportien: This 
1s the rates are: Fondon, 64: Glasgo » 644d. ; 

Averpool, 6d.; Hull, 649d.; Leith, 6iod. 5 ris- 
tel and Avonmonth, 645. Go enbagen, 6s. 
per garter, (el ht ‘bushe a) The réa- 
son for this increase in freight rates 
for. wheat is. that  thére ifite & great 
déal of corn and imménse quantities of round 
cargoes offering, including cotton, of which the 
shipments have beén very largé. The cotton 
corner in Liverpool had a good deal te do with 
1, because enippers have been paying 1% cents 
a poun¢ , on cotton to Liverpool, w fizivos the 
ship about $20 to $25 a ton, which is an enor- 
mous raté. At the same time grain has been 
carried at a rate equal about $5 a ton, mak- 
ing it a much less desirable freight than cotton. 

“Again, we havé ho transiént ships here. 
The four ‘tramps’ that have come to this port 
have been taken for the Southern ports for cot- 
ton atid the Black Sea and Daniibe trade has 
kept away a lot of them to Garry away the 
Russiai grain crop which has to bé forced out 
of the country before thé close of navigdtién. 
Then, California has taken all the large sailing 
wae for hér big crop of wheat, and conée- 
quent we are reduced bere to our regular 

eet of about thirty liners of from thrée. thou- 
sand to niné thousand tons ach a week. Nearly 
all of thesé take somé grain, but provisions 
flour, and miscellaneous exports havé crowded 
the grain out, these steamers often refusing to 
take it at any priée; 

“There has been talk about combinations 
but there is Lothing in it. ry have grumble 
about through bills of lading from Chicago, 8t 
Louis, and eveh San Francisco, charging that 
the steamship lines were in collusion with the 
railroads. It should be remembered that the 
steaniships are owned by foreignérs and rejpre- 
sented by agents here who have daily instruc- 
tions from the other side regarding rates.”

STILL AFTER FREE WOOL 


MANUFACTURERS TO FIGHT 
INORBASHED DUTIES. 
THEY HAVE NOT ABANDONED THEIR 
INTENTION TO BE HEARD IN THE 
HALLS OF CONGRESs. 

When the woolen manufacturers at their re- 
cent annual meeting gave tip thé tariff contest 
With thé Wool barons Of Onio, into Which they 
had 6htered with sueh extraordiuary show of 
courage—for them—it was generally supposed 
that the surfender Was abject and complete. It 
Was given out in fotin of resolutions adopted at 
that meétiig that all the woolen manufacturers 
wanted was that, whatever ingrease was made 
in the wool duty, there {should be a compen- 
sating increase if thé diities on mahutactired 
‘wooléns. 

This appears how to have beéh only a stra 
tegic movement on the part of the woolen man- 
ufacturers to conceal the movement that they 
have feally éhteréd upo, aid that is now in 
progress. Whén the call for the méetiig of tie 
Exeéutive Committee of their association in Bos- 
ton for Sept. 17 was issued by its President, 
William Whitman, and its Secretary, 8. N. D. 
North, strict iijundotions wéré included in the 
ndtice that thé meeting showld be kept sécret, 
ahd not made public “through the press or 
otherwise.” It was particularly intended to 
formulate the tariff plans of the Manufacturers’ 
AssvClation aid afrange thélr line of procedure 
ih Congress; if possible, without the kiowledge 
of the wool growers; and without in any way 
exciting their suspicions, The publication of 
the call defeated their project and brought 
forth such & tiradé of thréats and censure as ef- 
fectually frightened the timid manufacturers 
from their original purposé, and when the an- 
nual meeting on Oct 2 took piace and back- 
water was ao apparer*'v.takén on the free wool 
proposition, it was i. ii that the public 
should believe that the last had been heard of 
that matter. 

But the woolén aren have not given 
up the contest, and they have not refrained 
from the effort to gét raw Wood! put upon the 
free list. They have only gene about it in 
another way, aid again in a supposedly sebret 
way. Their interests Serr tuo deeply invoived 
by the requested increase in the duties on low- 
grade wools to permit of inaction on their part; 
and since pe wool growers had demonstrated 
their insistetice ipon ah increase it the dutiés, 
une pernatepestere concluded to set_ themselves 
in battle arfay against the day when thé matter 
shoulda come up in Congress. There was a no 
ticeable absence from the eange! meeting of 
thé most prominent members df the assovla- 
tion. The entire attendance was oniy twenty- 
eight out of a total of abdut one hundred and 
twenty; and most of those present were new 
members attending a meeting for the first time. 
Thé programme of apparént sonirition and re- 
nunciation was put through without a hitch. 

While thése things Were in progréss, hoWever, 
the now programme of the manufacturers ha 
been entered upon and is now in course of ful- 
fillment This programme consists of thé col- 
lection and tabulation of facts relating to the 
manufacture of woolén gouds, the quantities 
and qualities of wool employéa, the prices paid 
and the sources of supply, with a view to dem- 
Oustrating thé Hedéssity of having raw mate- 
rials made as ore as possible to the manufact- 
ufér. Assistant Secretaries of tlie Treasur 
George 8. Batcheller and A. E. Tichenor, B. Hi 
Hinds, Sécretary of the Woolen Goods 
Association, and two Spevial Agents 
of the Treasury Department, one of 
whom, #8 a member of Congress,’ was 
th Spampion of the wool growers, and is sup- 

osedly better posted as to their true interests 

han either Mailon Chance, Columbus Delano, 
or any other of the wool barons, are the forces 
now engaged i preparing the Congressional 
campaign for the manufacturers. One of these 
‘géntleméh, in the presence of one of thé others, 
told this story substantially as given to the re- 
peck He said, furthermore: “ There is no 

oubt but that an application will be made to 
Congress on the part of the wool growers for 
an increase in the diities on low-grade wools, 
and in order to get this much they will prop- 
ably ask, in the fifst instance, for an increase 
allaround, It is the intention of the manu- 
facturers to be able to present in answer 
to this application all the facts relating to their 
business, and from. these the only consistent 
and reasonable déduétion that can be made is 
that an increaséin the duties on such raw ma- 
terials a8 cannot be found in sufficient quan- 
tity and Satisfactory quality in this countr 
will place them more at the mercy of their for- 
eign competitors than ever before. They will 
make an earnest effort to be placed on a level 
80 far as the sources of supply of raw wool is 
conéerned; with foreign manufactiirers. The 
wool growers will probably contest this effort 
in the thistaken notion tha§ they neéd the pto- 
tection afforded by the duty on foreigzh Wools. 
Their case is one of ‘the pas leading tne 
blind.’ Wool Was higher in price When 
there was no duty—from 1856 to 1860 in- 
clusivé—than itis now or has been sincé 1875, 
with the duty at 40 per cent. andovern Anilit 
is a fact that the higher the wool duties the 
lower havé been the pricés for fine Amoériéan 
wool ever since 1847. We believe that if the 
réal facté oan bé brought intelligently to the 
attention of the wool growers they will cease 
their oposition to the doing away With the wool 
tariff, but at present they are under a spell or 
ignorant influence of alot of brokers and poli- 

ojans who havé gfown fich out of the wool 
growers, These men find it to their interest to 
keep On working the protective tariff for all 
they can sR of it, and they have led the 
farmers to believe that their interests lie in the 
direction of inéreased duties. 6 will at least 
be able to present an array of facts and argu- 
meénts when Congréss méets which Will satisfy 
any unprejudiceu member of the Nationa! Leg- 
ijslature of the justness and reasonableness of 
oak position.” 


OLD WAk SHIPS. 


THREE CONDEMNED VESSELS CONVERTED 
INTO ICE BARGES. 


There were three ite barges lying up the 
North River yesterday that oecasioned no little 
comment on the part of rivermen. There was 
nothing in their personal appearance that was 
attractive, the Gonvenhtiofial icehouse, the 
Gabin, and other appurtenances were all just 
like the ordinary ice bargé, but about the hulls 
there was an unmistakable something that de- 
noted speed, strength, and soundness. A little 
inquiry disclosed the fact that the barges were 
the femiants of the thrés United States men- 
of-war Sasacus,. Pontiac, and M. M: Roberts, all 
vessels that gained renown during the eivil 
war, fought hard, and did no end of active serv- 
icé, Only to be rélegated in after yéars to the 
éatrying of ive from points up the Htidson River 
to this city. The three ships were one-hundred: 


day vessela, built by private contract. They 
were doublé-endérs, with fudders piaced 
well below water. Their engines were 
of the inclined type posing an athwart- 
ahig shaft, aid side Wheels. The batteries of 
these double-enders were made up usually of 
six guns—two eléventh-inch Dahlgreis as 
pivots, situated one in the bow and one in the 
stern, and four nine-inch smooth bore Dahl- 
gfeus in broadside, two of a ai They each 
carried about one hundred and thirty-five men 
aiid s6mé eight officers. Thé draught of the 
vessels did not exceed usually seven feet, which 
ermitted them to navigate very shallow 
tréams in thé South. It Was such véssels as 
the Pontiac and her class that managed to do 
Buch demoralizing work up the James River, 
and especially in preventing supplies from 
reaching their destination. The three ships 
were built of oak, which accounts for the ex- 
cellent condition of their hulls at present. 

Of late years thé greater part of the condemni- 
ing of old war ships belonging to this Govern: 
mént lias béen done out in the Pacitic, where ip 
one year the Wachusett, Shenandoah, and 
Lackawanna were adjudged unfit for further 
service, the Aiaska having bebn condemned but 
® short, time previously, The condemning of a 
war ship is like shelving ah old and tried war- 
horse, or retiring ah honored and distinguished 
leader.. There is no old sailor who likes to see 
@ Vessel he has once sailed in condemned. It 
touches a tender chord in Jack’s nature, and 
thé veteran féels that é too is getting old as 
he sees the once handsome frigate struck off to 
the highest bidder. Many of the river men 
about New-York saw service in the navy durin 
the war, and nota few of them but recognize 
in thé Sasacus, Pontiac, aid Roberts yesterday 
vessel of the fleet in which they once served. 
To such men it was as good as meeting a com- 
rade suppoéed dead to ses the ahips long ago 
thought to be broken up and destroyed.

KILLED A BEAR. 


Ronpovt, N. Y., Oot, 22.—New-York City and 
Brooklyi Nimrods have been scouring the Cats- 
kill Mountains for game.

A CONTROVERSY OVER THE OWNERSHIP 
OF A NEWSPAPER ITS CAUSE. 


81. Louis, Oct. 22.—Frank J; Bowman; for 
merly of 2 Wali-streét, New-York,who was shot 
and killed yesterday at Ferguson, Mo., by R. Mi 
Chambers, had, accompanied by a Deputy 
Sheriff, called at Chambers’s residence to levy 
an attachnibht of Chambers’s life interest in 
his wife’s estate, and, not leaving the house 
when ordered, Chambers shot him dead. 

Thé Sheriff arrested Chambers and lodged 
him in jail at Clayton, where the body of the 
murdered man Was also taken, pending an ii- 


quest: Thetrouble grew out of a ¢ontroversy 
over the ownersiiip of tle St. Louis Times. 

Bowthiah married a Western Woman and de- 
serted her. She sued for divorcee, which suit 
was pending at Bowman’s death; ang in the 
meantime he marriéd Miss Stelia Pratt of 
Brooklyn, who survives hin,

LAND FOR COLONIZATION. 

Lima, Oct. 22, via Galveston.—In order ts 
eomplete the plaa for Peru’s economics restora- 
tion and the re-establishment ef the national 
credit initiated by the Grace bondhelders’ con- 
tract, as well as to profit by the consequent ex- 
tension of railways and augmentation of indus- 
try, the Government has submitted and the 
Senate has approved a project to authorize the 
Executive to cede 2,000,000 hectares of land 
for colonization purposes.

The call for the citizens’ meeting, to be 
held at the Grand Opera House Hall this 
evening to nominate candidates for local 
offices, presents sufficient ground for the 
movement of which it is aresult. It may 
as well be admitted that its purpose is to 
unite the elements opposed to Tammany 
Hall and prevent that organization from 
obtaining full control of the municipal and 
county administrations. The experience of 
the past shows the danger of permitting 
Tammany to obtain such complete sway, 
and it is desirable to check the ad- 
vance which it has been making. The 
only way in which this can be done 
is to bring together the elements of opposi- 
tion, and a citizens’ movement in which 
Republicans and County Democrats can 
consistently join without impairing their 
own organizations is the best means to that 
end. But the importance of preserving an 
equilibrium between political organizations 
and preventing one from obtaining an un- 
disputed control is secondary to that of 
securing the election of capable and up- 
right men to public office, which should be 
the main purpose of any citizens’ move- 
ment. We not only want capable and up- 
right men, but men who will recognize their 
obligations to the public as superior to 
those which they owe to any political or- 
ganization. 








It is declared in the call that “Judges 
should be selected from lawyers of learning 
and repute, and should owe their selection 
+o the esteem and contidence of their fellow- 
citizens, and not to the personal friendship 
or favoritism of any political leader or 
organization.” It is also stated that “ Ad- 
ministrative officers should be chosen for 
their fitness and capacity rather than for 
their political activity alone.” A citizens’ 
ticket to command general confidence and 
respect must bear the names of men whose 
recognized merit will commend them to 
the support of all voters who do not 
owe allegiance to Tammany Hall. While 
it may be thought necessary in order to 
bring into union the elements of opposition 
to Tammany, to divide the candidates be- 
tween the political organizations opposed 
to that body, there should be no suggestion 
ofa “deal” or bargain by taking any of 
their hack politicians or chronic candi- 
_ @idates. There should be no combination 

of machine-made candidates, neither better 





nor worse than either organization might 
put up for itself, but a harmonious ticket 
made up of men of high character and 
capacity, whom any reasonable citizen 
might be willing to support regardless of 


party. 

The new Governor of Arizona is much ex- 
ercised about the Mormons he has found in 
his province. A year or two ago Arizona 
had a Territorial law resembling that of 
Idaho, which disfranchises all members of 
the Mormon Church, even if they have 
never practiced polygamy. Nevada had 
such a law, and it was declared to be un- 
constitutional. The Arizona law was re- 
pealed by the Territorial Legislature last 
year. Gov. WoLFLEY says: “I request 
and urge that Congress repeal the repealing 
act and re-establish the law.” But he does 
not say that the Mormons in Arizena are 
practicing polygamy or otherwise violating 
the laws. If any of them are polygamists 
in practice the anti-polygamy laws, that are 
used in Utah are in force also in Arizona, 
and the guilty persons can be prosecuted 
under them. Four or five Mormons of Ari- 
zona were prosecuted under these laws 
three or four years ago and convicted, and 
as there have been no prosecutions since 
that time, an impression has prevailed that 
the evil practice had been givenup. No 
resident of Arizona should be punished for 
a@ mere matter of belief, but if any resident 
violates the anti-polygamy laws he should 
be prosecuted to conviction, and should 
suffer the full penalty. 


It is a familiar experience for the layman 
who is in the habit of looking over medical 
newspapers to find that nearly every 
practice to which mankind is addicted has 
a tendency to injure health and shorten 
life. Some of the deliberations of the 
American Public Health Association pro- 
duce the same impression upon the lay 
mind. For example, one of the papers read 
yesterday dealt with the baleful results of 
*‘overshading,”’ as if every tree that grew 
very near a human dwelling were a 
upas. The doctors disagreed actively 
upon the subject, and left it about 
where it would have been left by a 
promiscuous assemblage of laymen engaged 
in the same dicussion, Proof that certain 
human beings had been injured in health 
by dwelling in the shadow of trees during 
the four months or so of the year when the 
trees are in fullleafin our climate would 
be valuable, and so far as it went, conclu- 
sive. In the absence of such proof the lay 
reader will be apt to infer that the medical 
mind is as much given to guesswork as his 
own, and that its conclusions do not always 
deserve to be called scientific. 

Ever since the successful arbitration of 
the Vatican in the Carolines dispute the 
Pope seems to have been in requisition as a 
referee for international controversies. He 
was mentioned asa possible umpire in the 
frontier difficulties of France and Germany, 
and he has been even gravely suggested as 
an arbiter for both our Behring Sea and 
fishery disputes with the Dominion. Now. 
according to the Rome correspondent of the 
Figaro, he is in demand for the settlement 
of the Balkan question between Russia 
and Austria. The primary difficulty which 
would be encountered in such a project 
must apparently be that experienced by 
the parties themselves in formulating their 
claims and grievances. What is called the 
Balkan question covers much ground and 
introducesmany considerations of a some- 
what ill-defined character. One good effect 
of going to arbitration on the subject might 
be the necessity of stating with precision 
any causes of complaint possessed either by 
Russia or Austria, and aclear understand- 
ing of them would bea great step toward 
their settlement. But the interests in- 
volved are so varied, and include those of so 
many States, that a European congress 
would seem to be the best means of effecting 
a satisfactory and final solution. 


MIXING THEIR ISSUES. 


There is some sort of an organization in 
the city, said to be made up of “ working- 
men,” which calls itself the Legislative Re- 
form Party. Its object seems to be to secure 
the election to the Legislature of men who 
will support certain measures of “reform.” 
There is plenty of room for an organization 
which should undertake to help the elec- 
tion of members of the Legislature who 
would support measures of real reform, but 
it is a mistake for such an organization to 
call itself a party or to nominate candi- 
dates of its own if it can attain its purpose 
otherwise. Such an organization intelli- 
gently directed and holding itself free 
to give its aid to candidates who would 
pledge themselves to the support of specific 
measures for the public good upon which a 
majority of honest citizens were substan- 
tially agreed, might accomplish something, 
but this so-called Legislative Reform Party 
only affords another illustration of the in- 
capacity of those who get up workingmen’s 
movements to direct their political action 
with any sort of intelligence. Instead of 
exerting any influence upon the parties 
whose candidates will stand a chance of 
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election, it will simply waste its force in 


support of candidates of its own who can- 
not in any district get more than a small 
minority of votes. ‘ 
This organization not only proposes to 
run candidates of its own without the 
smallest. chance of electing any of them, 
butit presents a mixture of issues which 
no intelligent and honest man of any party 
would ever accept. It presents them in the 
form of questions to be answered by those 
who are to become its candidates, and, of 
course, any man who would accept its nom- 
ination would give the desired answer 
to the questions. The effective way of 
using a movement of the kind would be 
to address questions to candidates of the 
regular parties, with the understanding 
that only those giving favorable answers 
would receive the votes which the organ- 
ization could command. But no candidate 
who could receive the nomination of a real 
political party would ever pledge himself 
to the support of all the issues presented 
by the Executive Committee of the Legis- 
lative Reform Party, nor would any such 
candidate injure himself in the least by re- 
fasing todo so. On the contrary. he would 





be likely to throw away all chance of elec-| 
tion if he gave the required pledges, 

The workingmen of the city are believed 
to be generally in favor of a law which 
would afford absolute protection to the 
secrecy of the ballot. The first questions 
put to candidates by the organization men- 
tioned are whether they are in favor of a 
secret ballot ‘“‘according to the Australian 
system,” whether they are in favor of the 
Saxton bill, and whether they would vote 
for its passage even over a veto of the 
Governor. Now, if the workingmen were 
organized in support of this issue alone 
and would direct their acknowledged vot- 
ing power to securing pledges in its behalf 
from any candidate for the Legislature 
willing to give them, and would then give 
their votes only to such candidates, they 
might accomplish something worth while. 
They would win the sympathy and aid of 
many citizens outside their own ranks, It 
is only by making reasonable demands and 
using their power as voters intelligently 
in support of such demands that the work- 
ingmen can secure practical results by 
political action. 

But not content with an effort to secure 
ballot reform, in which it might bring to 
its support a large voting force, this par- 
ticular organization narrows its ground to 
the vanishing point by the other questions 
which it has framed for candidates. Each 
candidate is asked whether he is in favor 
of an eight-hour law, of an amendment of 
the conspiracy law, of the abolition of 
contract labor in prisons, of a law for the 
more thorough inspection of factories, and 
of the State assuming control of all means 
of transportation and communication. 
Whatever may be said in behalf of eight 
hours as a working day, it is a matter that 
cannot be settled by legislation, except in 
public employments, and there is no reason 
why they should be. specially favored. 
The Legislature can no more interfere with 
the amount of labor a man may dispose of 
in a day than with the amount of mer- 
chandise that he may sell. The provision 
of the conspiracy law which it is desired 
to get rid of is that which stands in the 
way of the infamous practice of boycott- 
ing, and no man could be in favor of 
the amendment demanded unless he was 
willing to remove ail legal obstacles 
toa criminal attack upon the rights of 
person and property. Contract labor in 
the prisons of this State is already abol- 
ished. Wherever the factory inspection law 
tails to be sufficiently ‘“‘thorough” has not 
been made to appear very clearly yet, but 
it is not unlikely that it might be improved. 
Almost any candidate for the Legislature 
would be willing to pledge himself to sup- 
port a more thorough law if convinced that 
it was needed to. effect the legitimate op- 
jects of inspection. Any organization that 
demands State control of all means of 
transportation and communication, if by 
that it means State ownership and manage- 
ment, displays at once its ignorance and its 
incapacity to deal with public questions. 
It can neither elect candidates of its own to 
the Legislature nor greatly affect the 
chances of candidates nominated by the 
regular parties. Any candidate who would 
give all the pledges asked for im this series 
of questions would at once become a factor 
of utter insignificance in the election. This 
legislative reform party has the suggestion 
of a good idea in politics, which it is mis- 
applying. | ; 


FROM TRUSTS TO CORPORATIONS. 

Not long ago there was an attempt to unite 
all the saltmakers of this country in a kind 
of Trust, and the promoters of the scheme 
used for their purpose a corporation char- 
tered under the laws of this State. It was 
under this charter that competition in the 
sale of salt was to be suppressed. At the 
time when that charter was procured the 
people of the State, through the agency of 
their Attorney General, were suing a cor- 
poration chartered in like manner because 
it had entered a Trust designed to prevent 
competition in the manufacture and sale of 
refined sugar. They had already obtained 
a judgment in that case from Judge Bar- 
RETT, and were awaiting action upon an 
appeal. 

And yet the promoters of the salt combi- 
nation had been able to procure a charter 
for the North American Salt Company, and 
it had been openly admitted in the pro- 
spectus of this Company or Trust that the 
intention of those who had made it was 
not only to prevent competition in the home 
market, but also, by an agreement with a 
similar Trust in England, to prevent the 
exportation of salt from England to this 
country whenever the price fixed by the 
combination here should be high enough 
toinvite competition from abroad in spite 
of the tariff. 

The Cottonseed Oil Trust intends to sub- 
stitute for its Trust organization a corpora- 
tion chartered under the laws of New-Jer- 
sey, and the prediction is frequently made 
that the Sugar Trust will seek a corporate 
charter in this State. Would the people of 
the State of New-York have granted to the 
Salt Trust or the North American Salt Com- 
pany a charter under which it could carry 
out the purposesnamed in its prospectus if 
the question had been laid before them and 
they had been asked to vote directly upon 
it? We do not believe that the promoters 
of that organization could have procured 
their charter in that way. Would the peo- 
ple of the State, acting under the same con- 
ditions, grant to the managers of the Sugar 
Trust a charter to continue the Trust as a 
corporation? Would they by direct vote 
give to the Trustees of the Trust a corperate 
charter empowering them tocarry on the 
business of all the absorbed corporations as 
it has been carried on since the Trust was 
formed, while they are suing one of those 
corporations for going into the Trust that 
would be covered by such a charter? We 
do not think so; but nevertheless it appears 
that such charters can lawfully be procured 
in this State. 

When a Trust takes on the corporate 
form it gives up some advantages that at- 
tach to the Trust plan. It ceases to be mys- 
terious. It becomes less formidable to in- 
dependent producers in the same field. 
These can measure accurately then the 
force of their great rival. It comes under 
the law, and must pay taxes and make re- 
ports. Itis no longer a force striking at 
competitors out of the dark. very branch 
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vealed.. There is no longer a semblance of 
competition among these factories to de- 
ceive the people and the independent man- 
ufacturers, There may still be a great ag- 
gregation of capital and competition may be 
suppressed in the same number of plants, 
but the consolidation does not so forcibly 
discourage competition. 

Take the Sugar Trust, for example. If 
it should take on a corporate form with its 
present capital in certificates retained in 
shares of stock, could it contend under fa- 
vorable conditions with CLAUs SPRECKELS 
and his refinery in Philadelphia? The 
property put into the Trust was appraised 
at about $15,000,000, but it is capitalized 
at $50,000,000. A corporation loaded with 
so much water would be badly handicapped 
in a fight with SPRECKELS, whose refinery 
carries no water but is capitalized at the 
sum actually expended. If there should be 
sharp competition between the Cottonseed 
Oil Trust, as a corporation, with a watered 
capital of $42,000,000, and the Southern 
Cottonseed Oil Company, with a capital 
very little in excess of the money actually 
invested, or with some other company with 
unwatered capital, the transformed Trust 
would work ata great disadvantage. The. 
Whisky Trust is oppressed and weighed 
down now by the enormous guantities of 
water in its certificate capital. Carrying 
more than seventy idle distilleries, it strives 
in vain to drive two or three independent 
competitors out of business and can pay a 
dividend of only one-eighth of 1 per cent. a 
month, or 149 per cent. a year. 

So long as if was possible for a great 
Trust to gain important advantages in 
secret over independent producers in the 
same field by means of unfair and dishon- 
est bargains with common carriers it was 
not impossible to declare comfortable divi- 
dends on a certificate capital watered three 
or four for one. But the day of large secret 
rebates has gone by, and now a capital 
watered three for one is not especially de- 
sirable in a Trust, except so far as it 
may serve the purposes of “insiders” 
who make their profits by manipulating the 
market price on the Exchange, or those of 
other ‘‘ insiders” who enter the combina- 
tion in order that they may unload their 
property upon the public. A capital 
watered three for one becomes much less 
desirable when a Trust intends to take on 
corporate form, but it is then not an easy 
matter to squeeze the water out with ad- 
vantage to stockholders. The public may 
squeeze it out, however, without regard for 
the feelings of “ insiders’ who have not 
parted with their holdings. 








A WESTERN BANKRUPT BILL. 


As is very well known, a good deal of the 
opposition to the passage of the National 
Bankrupt bill, generally recognized as the 
‘‘Lowell bill,” came from Western and 
Southwestern members of Congress. We 
have never thought that these men fairly 
represented the opinion of the mercantile 
class in their several States, but their op- 
position was a fact to be counted with and 
aided in preventing the passage of the bill 
after it had twice been very maturely con- 
sidered and debated and approved by the 
Senate. It is an encouraging sign that a 
bill has been prepared and will be present- 
ed to Congress at its next session which has 
been perfected on the principles of the 
Lowell bill, approved at two successive 
sessions by a convention of commercial 
bodies, in which all the more prominent 
cities of the West and Southwest were rep- 
resented. These conventions were called 
by the Wholesale Grocers’ Association of St. 
Louis, and the purposes to be accomplished 
in the proposed law were very clearly and 
fully but succinctly defined in the call. 
They were, in substance, to protect the 
honest merchant, to punish the dishon- 
est merchant, and to provide for a 
prompt equitable distribution of the assets 
of bankrupts at a minimum cost. It would 
be difficult to frame a definition of the 
legitimate ends of a national bankrupt law 
that should be more comprehensive and 
more sound than this. It excludes the de- 
fects of the laws that have been on the 
statute books at three different periods in 
the past, and embodies the best features of 
the laws that have been proposed since the 
repeal of the last one in 1879. 

Practically, the general plan of the law is 
for the distribution of bankrupt assets by 
Trustees appointed by the court on the 
nomination of the creditors. These Trust- 
ees act under the immediate supervision of 
referees appointed by the court, with a re- 
view by the court itself. The courts are 
the district courts of the United States or 
the Territories and the Supreme Court of 
the District of Columbia. The referees are 
appointed by the courts and there is to be 
one for each Congressional district in 
which a certain minimum number of cases 
shall be pending, Where this number is not 
reached, the district is united to an adjacent 
one or more, under one referee. The ex- 
penses under the law are paid out of the 
United States Treasury, from a fund de- 
rived from a small percentage fee collected 
from the estates. There is to bea fee of 
$10 at the time of filing the petition and 
when the caseis concluded 1 per cent. of 
estates over $5,000, or one-half of 1 per 
cent. if a compromise is reached and ap- 
proved. The referees are paid $1,000 a 
year forthe time actually employed and 
$10 for each case concluded. Their ex- 
penses must be reported in detail and ap- 
proved by the court. Trustees receive col- 
lectively 5 per cent. on the first $5,000 
paid out in dividends, 2 per cent. on the 
second $5,000, and 1 per cent. on addition- 
al amounts. Thus it will be seen that 
pains have been taken to avoid the wast- 
ing of assets in expenses. 

The two worst features of the latest bank- 
rupt law—apart from the expenses, which 
were indefinite and were levied on the 
particular estate—were the abuses of in- 
voluntary bankruptcy, and the inequi- 
table division of assets through fraudu- 
lent preferences. ° Both these evils are 
avoided in the proposed law. Involun- 
tary bankruptcy requires the filing of a 
petition by three creditors, unless the 
creditors are less than twelve in number, 
and their claims must amount to $500 in 
excess of securities; and process issues and 
the controversy is determined by the court. 
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if defense is made. There is what appears 
to be a very strict series of provisions re- 
garding compromises, preferences, and all 
attempts atan untair advantage. Any com- 
promise may be set aside within six months 
or a discharge under the law within one 
year, if fraudulently or improperly ob- 
tained. Among the acts of bankruptcy is 
making a conveyance while insolvent for 
the purpose of giving a preference, or deal- 
ing in options while insolvent, and among 
the bars to a discharge are failure to keep 
proper books of account, failure to actin 
good faith, neglect without satisfactory ex- 
cuse of his duties by a bankrupt, giving a 
preference that has not been surrendered, 
or knowingly making a false statement. 
Farther, if a preference has been given 
and the person benefited thereby shall 
have had reasonable cause to believe 
that a fraud was intended, the property or 
the value thereof may be recovered by the 
Trustee. ‘The fact that the transfer was not 
made in the ordinary course shall be primd- 
facie evidence of fraud by the debtor and 
“‘reasonable cause of belief” by the other 
party. Still further, the following are made 
crimes punishable by imprisonment, with 
or without hard labor, for a period not to 
exceed three years: Omissions from sched- 
ule of assets and list of creditors; false 
oath; obtaining goods on credit with in- 
tent: not to pay for them, obtaining goods 
to give a preference or to increase assets in 
bankruptcy; disposing of goods otherwise 
than in the ordinary course of trade; se- 
creting or concealing goods to prevent 
process, or secreting, concealing, removing, 
or falsifying books, deeds, or documents re- 
lating to property. 

Col. Jay 8S. Torrey of St. Louis, who 
drafted this bill, deserves credit for the 
firmness and clearness with which it fol- 
lows sound principles. Its chief advocates 
are very confident that it will pass the next 
Congress, and if the public opinion of the 
country be as largely favorable to it as 
would seem from the action of commercial 
bodies, its passage would be a very great 
gain. 








THE KAISERS SPEECH. 


The German speech from the throne is 
the sort of address that might be expected 
from a young monarch who is purely a pro- 
fessional soldier. The Kaiser betrays his 
belief in the public value of the journey- 
ings and pageants in which he has passed 
his time since his accession. He de- 
clares that his hopes for the peace of 
Europe have been strengthened, “ owing to 
the personal relations which the Emperor 
has cultivated with the rulers of friendly 
allies.” 


It is quite true that the preservation of 
peace is about the most important object to 
which European statesmen can devote 
themselves, and quite the most important 
object for the Emperor of Germany to keep 
in view. There is no good reason to doubt 
that his professions about it are sincere. 
Assuredly Germany has nothing to gain 
by war, and though the mere ambition 
of personal distinction may actuate 
the young Kaiser that led the young 
FREDERICK, not yet the Great, to 
plunge Europe into war, it has thus far 
been held in check, and the temptation to 
indulge it is more likely to weaken than to 
strengthen as time goes on. His cultiva- 
tion of friendly relations with the other 
potentates will at least not endanger the 
peace of Europe, unless he permits his tem- 
per to get the better of him, which is al- 
ways a danger in royal and imperial frater- 
nizations, and hisintentions in undertaking 
his various progresses were without doubt 
good. 

Nevertheless, his speech has very little 
to encourage patrioticGermans. It frankly 
informs them that their burdens will be 
increased, and that the cost of preventing 
war by an imposing show of force will be 
scarcely less than that of waging war. 
Already it seemed that Germany was taxed 
to the limit of endurance to suppport her 
overgrown army and navy. Yet the 
badget this year requires larger expendi- 
tures than ever in the same direction, and 
German industry, already crippled by 
the withdrawal from it of the flower of the 
young manhood of Germany, is to be handi- 
capped by the imposition of these addi- 
tional weights. 

Itis true that the same pressure is put 
upon the commercial rivals of Germany, 
with the exception of Great Britain, though 
in Great Britain also the cost of armament 
is enormous. We ourselves are debarred 
by our financial system from taking advan- 
tage of the difficulties thus created, since 
we have chosen with our tariff to put our- 
selves out of the competition. 
could well bemore pitiless than the famous 
speech in which BISMARCK announced that 
taxation for military purposes, to the 
utmost extent the resources of Germany 
would allow, would be the permanent 
policy of the empire, and he did not even 
profess to look forward to a time when the 
burdens of the people would be lightened. 
He did not, however, predict that they 
would be increased, which is the unpleasant 
announcement now made by the young 
‘war lord” to his lieges. 

After all, this may be the very best thing 
that can happen to Germany, and conse- 
quently to Europe. After the invention of 
guupowder the steel armor in which the 
medizval man at arms had been incased 
had to be. thickened and made heavier in 
order to resist the force of the new pro- 
jectiles until it became so cumbrous that it 
was abandoned altogether. Like this sys- 
tem of individual armament, the modern 
system of national armament may come to 
break down under its own weight, and 
there does not seem to be any other method 
by which the modern world can be 
rid of it. The excellent persons who 
hold peace congresses have not yet 
made very deep impressions upon the minds 
of European statesmen, but the European 
statesmen cannot fail to be impressed with 
the costliness of keeping huge armies upon 
the verge of ‘‘mobilization” at all times, 
and with the difficulty of raising the money 
necessary for that purpose It is perfectly 
plain that if the powers of the Continent 
spent upon preparations for war, say, one- 
tenth of the amount they now spend, which 
is the maximum that can be squeezed out of 
their heavy-laden producers, each would 
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stand in relation to the others, precise- 
ly where it now stands, and none would 
gain or lose any advantage. There would 
not be so many ‘pike in the European 
carp pond,” as BISMARCK put it, but the 
smaller number of pike would be equally 
efficacious, The only reasonable objection 
to such a scheme of disarmament would be 
that each nation would distrust the good 
faith of every other in carrying it out, It 
will be a curious reflection upon European 
statesmanship if it proves unable to devise 
some method of making sure that such a 
reduction of military expenses shall be 
made all around, especially now thatthe 
burdens are increasing, for of course in- 
creased expenditure by one of the military 
nations involves iacreased expenditure by 
all, 


The Board of Ordnance and Fortifica- 
tions, in authorizing the construction of a 
twelve-inch rifled breech-loading mortar 
wholly of steel forgings, can, of course, ex- 
pect it to be successful, as the system will 
be analogous to that which has had thor- 
ough trial in the making of heavy guns. 
Still, for all practical purposes the mortar 
now at Sandy Hook, which is built of cast 
iron hooped with steel, seems to be entirely 
satisfactory. It has been fired 225 times, 
and has withstood perfectly very heavy 
pressures. A mortar of that pattern can 
probably be duplicated more cheaply than 
one made entirely of steel forgings. On the 
other hand, the latter would presumably 
weigh less for the same calibre, and it is 
believed that it could take a higher charge 
of powder, and accordingly secure a longer 
range. The present mortar would probably 
answer all absolute needs in that respect. 
It is a source of satisfaction that while 
many years must elapse before an adequate 
supply of heavy guns is obtained for coast 
defense, the mortars will be furnished 
much earlier, and, indeed, are already be- 
ing manufactured ata rate which renders 
it advisable that Congress at its coming 
session should make provision for the em- 
placements.

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A LEAGUE OF DEMOCRATS 
Re, 
JHt YOUNG MEN'S OLUBS IN 
COON VENTION. 
DEMOCRATS LISTEN TO A SPEECH BY 
GOV. HILL AND A LETTER FROM 
GROVER CLEVELAND. 


The League of Young Men’s Democratic Clubs 
of New-York State met at the Hoffman House 
yesterday. The two features of the day were a 
letter from Mr. Cleveland and a speech by Gov. 
Hill. Mr. John Boyd Thacher, President of the 
league, called the convention to order and intro- 
duced Mr. John H. V. Arnold, the Vice Presi- 
dent of the league, who explained thathe aid 
not address them in that capacity, but as Pre-i- 
dent of the Young Men’s Democratic Club of 
New-York he welcomed them to town. 

President John Boyd Thecher followed with 
an address exp'aining thereasonsfo ho» forma- 
tion of the league, and declaring thai. t.o Demo- 
cratic clubs were in full sympathy wiih the 
Democratic ticket. He criticised the Repub- 
lican Legislature severely for failure to pass an 


enumeration bill. Among other things on this 
head, he observed: 


“An examination of the vote cast last year for 
Presidential Klectors shows that an equitable ap- 
portioument would make an Assembly district con- 
sist of 1u,280 voters. On this basis the Democratic 
counties of New-York, Kings, and Queens would 
be entitled to at least seven more members of As- 
sembly, while the Republican counties of Cattarau- 

us, ayuga, St, Lawrence, Saratoga, Ulster, 

ashington, Wayne, Otsego, and Niagara each 
would lose one representative.

The convention received this speech with en- 
thusiasm. Chairman Dan Grittin of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the State Committee was 
called to the chair und made afew remarks, in 
the course of which he bestowed upon the 
young wen these words of advice: 


“Studiously directing your endeavors in the 
fature, as inthe past, toward the cultivation of 
wholesome political doctrine and committing to 
others the management of what is indefinitely 
termed practical politics, you wili have but lo wait 
the growth of intelligence to witness the general 
recognition and the adoption of the principles you 
have thus far so unseltishly fostered. And rest as- 
sured that New-York, two weeks from to-day, will 
Voice the growth of that intelligence by a Demo- 
cratic victory, won upon a platform embracing 
every cardinal principle you are striving to pro- 
mote. 


He closed by inviting them to Democratic 
headquarters during their sujourn in town.

THE NEW-JERSHY SYNOD. 


INTERESTING FEATURES OF ITS ASBURY 
PARK SESSION YESTERDAY. 


ASBURY PARK, N. J., Oct. 22.—The Synod of 
New-Jersey met in Educational Hall here this 
morning. Devotional services were conducted 
by the Moderator, the Rev. Henry M. Storrs, 
D. D., of Orange. The Rev. Albert Erdman, D, 
D., of the Permanent Committee on Freedmen 
reported receipts during the year of $10,382. A 
complaint of the First Presbyterian Church of 
Asbury Park as to the legality of the establish- 
ment of the Westminster Church of the same 
place was referred to the Judicial Committee, 

The Rev. William Swan of the Committee on 
Church Extension reported that the percentage 
of membership to the square mile in New-Jer- 
sey is double that of any other State. The Rev. 
George 8. Mott, D. D., of the Committee on Sab- 
bath Observance, noted the advanced stand 
taken by the railroads on the question of Sun- 
day labor. He also reported the efforts made 


to reduce Sunday amusements and unnecessary 
labor. 

A resolution was passed by the Synod com- 
mending the work of the American Sabbath 
Union, advocating the fixing of the a samen 
inaugural for the first Wednesday in March an 
ordering the Stated Clerk to send notices of the 
resolution tu the New-Jersey Senators and Rep- 
resontatives. The resolution also condemned 
the secularizing effect of the Sunday press. 

The Rev. John Dixon, D. D., reported the re- 
ceipt of over twelve thousand dollars by the 
Synodical Committee on Home Missions, and 
asked for an advance of thirteen thousand six 
huodred dollars during the coming year for the 
growing needs of the work. The Rev. Fred- 
erick R. Brace of the Permanent Committee on 
Education reported that 166 available candi- 
dates forthe ministry were accepted by the 
Church during the past year, that 110 ministers 
had died and 118 new churches had been estab- 
lished, jeaving a deficit of 62 men in the minis- 
terial ranks. 

The Rev. Charles D. Nott, D. D., read the re- 
port of the Special Committee on the Stability 
of the Pastorate, referring to the peculiar Jia- 
bility ot (ne Presbyterian clergy to removal on 
trivial causes. 

He was followed by the Rev. Dr. Poor of New- 
York, Secretary of the Board of Education, 
who urged attention to the work of drawing 
young men into the ministry. The most dis- 
tinguished speaker of the day was the Rev. 
John Vine Hall, D. D., of New-York, who ad- 
dressed the Synod on church and mission work. 
The day’s work closed with an address by Dr. 
Chamberlain, a missionary to Brazil, who spoke 
of the needs of that field. To-nighta popular 
meeting was held, addressed by Dr. Harvey B. 
Gause of Chicago on “‘Schools and Colleges,” 
by the Rev. Dr. Gillespie on “Foreign Mission 
Work,” and by Dr. James A. Worden of Prince- 
ton on “Sabbath Schools.” 





DIED BY HIS OWN HAND. 


UNACCOUNTABLE SUICIDE OF YOUNG 
SIGMUND SILBERMANN. 


Dr. J. Adler of 12 East Sixtieth-street sent a 
note to the Coroners’ office yesterday to say 
that there had been a sudden death in the fam- 
ily of Jacob Silbermann at 10 East Forty-fifth- 
street, and,thatit would be desirable to have 
the case attended to promptly. Coroner Levy 
found that the sudden death was that of Mr. 
Sigmund Silbermann, the third son, but he died 
by hisown hand andof apistol-shot wound. 
The family insisted that the occurrence was 
accidental, but the pistol was new, fully 
loaded, and a self-cocker, with a remarkable 
strength of lock. One barrel was discharged. 


Mr. Silbermann’s father isa millionaire silk 
manufacturer at 456 Tenth-avenue, and the 
firm, J. Silbermann & Co., have an oftice aud 
salesroom at 35 Mercer-street. 

Sigmund and his brother Ludwig were em- 
ployed here, and another brother, Arthur, man- 
aged the factory. 

From all accounts Sigmund was steady and 
devoted to business, but on Saturday he caught 
cold in taking a Russian bath. He was, how- 
ever, attending to business on Monday, and left 
at the usual hour, He then complained of his 
chest, and said he feared that he was going to 
have pneumonia, His relations say that he 
went to bed early, and that at 8 o’clock yester- 
day morning a pistol shot in his room alarmed 
his sister, who found him dying with a bullet 
in his brain. He was fully dressed at the 
time. 

The young man, it is asserted, had no love 
affair and the family ure at a loss to account 
for his tragic act. Funeral services will be held 
to-morrow morning at 9:30 o’olock, and the in- 
terment will be at Cypress Hills.

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DISSENSIONS OROPPING OUT. 


THE CAUSE OF THE SUSPENSION OF A 
PRESBYTERIAN PUBLICATION, 


A considerable stir was made in theological 
circles yesterday by the announcement that 
the Presbylerian Review would suspend publica- 
tion with the October number. Efforts were 
made to make it appear that the causes leading 
to this conclusion were quite commonplace and 
Gevoia of interest, one prominent authority 
claiming that the Review was a financial fail- 
ure; but this is denied by the publishers, Mesars. 
Charles Scribner’s Sons, who declare that the 
Magazine is and for three years at least has 


been self-supporting and affording even a reve- 
nue out of which something was paid for con- 
tributed articles. 

On the cover of the magazine after the names 
of the editorial staff, of which the Rev. Dr. 
Charies A. Briggs and the Rev. Dr. Benjamin B, 
Warfield are the ohie!s in equal zauthority, ap- 
pears this notice: 

“Each author is solely responsible for the views 
expressed in his article, the editors only for the 
propriety of admitting the article into the Review.” 

In this notice is contained the secret of the 
cause which has led to the suspension of the 
magazine. The managing editors were at log- 
gserbeads over questions of theology that have 
arisen in the Presbyterian Church, and upon 
either side of which the forces of the Church 
have begun to array themselves for a struggle 
that cannot be long delayed. Dr. Briggs has 
stood us a bulwark against the proposed and 
suggested changes in the creed vf the Church, 
and has found himself antagonized by a con- 
stantly-increasing force of reformers. The 
differences with his culleague, Dr. Warfield, 
led to the resignation of the latter, and this 
was followed soon by his own resignation. 
it became evident that the magazine couid 
not continue as the vehicle of thought for con- 
tending factions, and therefore its suspension 
was decidea upon. The last number celebrates 
the event by leading off with two strong articles 
on the Revision of the Westminster Confession 
of Faith, one in favor of it from the pen of the 
Rev. Dr. Philip Schaff, LL D., of the Union 
Theological Seminary, and the other in opposi- 
tion to it by the Rev. Dr. John De Witt uf the 
Chicago Theological Seminary. There are ru- 
mors of intentions to start two magazines rep- 
resenting the rival schools of thought, to oc- 
cupy the fiela left vacant by the suspension of 
the Heview, but of this nothing is knuwa by the 
publishers of the defuact magazine. 


THE NEW TORPEDO BOAT. 


A WORKMAN’S MISTAKE WILL DELAY ITS 
COMPLETION FOR SOME TIME. 


Officers of the Navy Department are cha- 
grined at auother delay in the completion of 
Torpedo Boat No.1. The trouble now is due toa 
sub-let contractor having furnished by mistake 
a steam drum for one of the boilers which was 
altogether wrong in construction and form. 
The mistake was not discovered until the work- 
men were about to fit the druminplace. Of 
course the Herreschoffs have had to oall for an 
extension of time, but there is a belief that the 
new boat will be doing her speed trials before 
Jan. 1. Itis important that the success or fail- 
ure of the Herreschoff boat be demonstrated at 
once, for if Congress is to be asked for an ap- 
propriation for a fleet of torpedo boats, it will 
be necessary for the Navy Department to put 
in its request early inthe session. This Seere- 
tarv Tracy will hardly do, unless the No. 1 boat 


roves herself a success. The contract time 
‘or the delivery of the new boat was up last 
May. An extension was allowed, but this ex- 
tension time is now nearly up, 

The speed of this new torpedo boat must be 
20 knots an hour. The contractors estimate a 
speed of 23 knots, and some experts confidently 
believe that 26 knots will be reached.. The 
fastest speed ever made by any vessel afloat 
was by the Ariete torpedo boat, built by the 
Thornycrofts of England and sold to the Span- 
ish Government. The Ariete made 26.2 knots 
an hour on the measured mile, and averaged 
very close to 20 knots as a mean of a four hours’ 
continuous run. The sister torpedo boats of the 
Ariete—the Kayo, built for Spain, and the Con- 
a for France—made over 25 kuots an houron 
trial. 

Torpedo boats of the type under considera- 
tion at the works of the Herreschoffs draw only 
about four feet of water, and are made so 
handy in handling that their 135 feet of length 
Passes out of consideration. No 1 Torpedo Boat 
willhave two permanent tubes fitted in her 
bows, one on each side of the stem. No. provis- 
ion is made for a pivot torpedo gun on deck such 
as is carried on the Yarrow boats in the British 
Navy, though it is not at all unlikely that some 
such device will be fitted to No. 1 lateron. Be- 
sides the torpedo tubes, No. 1 will be armed 
ware three rapid-fire guns, all three-pounders in 
calibre,

“SILVER-DOLLAR” SMITH I8 
NOT A SMITH AT ALL. 
ALL THE SAME HE SAYS HE IS TRULY 
GOOD, WAS LOYAL TO ERHARDT, 
AND DID NOT DO A BIT OF BRIBING. 


The testimony in defense of Assemblyman 
Charles Smith, who is on trial in the Oourt of 
General Sessions, charged with bribing voters 
last election day, was introduced for the pur- 
pose of proving an alibi. The Pinkerton men 
summoned by the prosecution the day before 
swore that Smith was in his saloon, at 64 Essex- 
street, most of the day. Witnesses for Mr. 
Smith yesterday asserted [that the Assembly- 
man was there only for about fifteen or twenty 
minutes about 1 o’clock in the afternoon, and 
then, instead or looking after political matters, 
he busied himself in securing the release of his 
bartender, who had been arrested for violating 
the excise law. All offering of bribes or wrong- 
ful influencing of voters was denied. 

Many politicians from the Eighth District 
were present in the courtroom. Among them 
were Johnny O’Brien, John E. Brodsky, and 
Barney Rourke. The first witness for the de- 
fense was Morris Isaacs, a co-defendant. Mr. 
Isaacs testified that he was appointed last year 
by the John J. O’Brien Association, as a watcher 
inthe Twelfth Election District of the Eighth 
Assembly District. He reached the polling 
place at 62 Essex-street at 5:30 A. M., and was 
actively engaged there until the polls closed, 
He might have left the neighborhood of the 
polling place fora moment. He did not think, 
however, that he went into Smith’s saloon. He 
did exchange a word with Smith that day, and did 


not receive a cent from Smith or from Edward 
— He used no money whatever on that 
ay. 

Cross-examined by Assistant District Attor- 
ney Jerome, Isaacs stated that be had known 
Smith intimately for thirteen or fourteen years. 
He had not been at the polls every time that 
Smith had been a candidate, but on three occa- 
sions he had been appointed a watcher by the 
O’Brien Association. 

The witness wouldn’t swear that he was not 
in Smith’s saloon. But he would swear that he 
was there only once. He went in—that 1s, if he 
did goin—at the side door. He was able to de- 
scribe the position of the safe and of the closet. 
He didn’t speak to Butler all day long. He saw 
him at the polling place casting his vote, but 
not at any other time. He did not see Jack- 
son, another of the co-defendants, about the 

Olling place at all. He might have had ballots 
nhis hand. He believes he did have. But he 
didn’t recollect what he did with them. 

“Ts that as true,” demanded Mr. Jerome, “as 
the other statements you have made here?” 

Isaacs said yes, and then recalled that he 
handed ballots to the people who asked him for 
them, but he couldn’t remember whether he 
saw them vote the tickets he handed them or 
not. He believed he saw Smith about five min- 
utes in front of the polling place with ballots in 
his hand. 

Edward Butler then took the stand. He has 
a third interest in the Silver-Dollar baloon. He 
was in the saloon all of the night before elec- 
tion and all of election day. He had listened to 
the statements of the Pinkerton men about the 
safe, They were false. The safe had been in 
the place about a year andahalf. Smith could 
not Lave opened the safe, because nobody knew 
the combination but tbe witress. He had 
opened the safe several times on election day, 
but only to pay bills. He did not take out 
money to give to any one to influence voters, 
Smith was only in the saloon for a few minutes 
in the afternvon only. He was sent for because 
of the bartender’s arrest. 

John Phillips, a jewelry dealer of 163 Attor- 
ney-street, was a strong witness for the defense. 
He had been driving about with Smith all day, 
was with him when be went to his saloon, and 
saw no bribing. 

Edward Hagan, a policeman of the Eleventh 
Precinct, who was detailed to the polling place 
at 62 Essex-street, testified that he saw Isaacs 
enter the polling place about 9 o’clock and in- 
spect the ballot boxes. He saw Smith in the 
polling place for a minute about 1 o’clock. 

After recess Assemblyman Smith’s burly 
form filled the witness chair. He was born, he 
said, in the Eighth Assembly District and he 
had raised a family there. 6 most assuredly 
did not offer bribes on election day of last year. 
He knew John O’Brien and there had been times 
when he and Mr. O’Brien differed, but in spite 
of all personal controversies the Eighth Dis- 
trict was the banner Republican district, 
and he was proud of it. Then he told 
of his actions last election day. He arose 
at 5A. M. Mr. Phillips was awaiting him in 
a carriage. They visited several polling places 
and gave out ballots. He never offered money. 
He didn’t have to. The best proof of that was 
that in one district his oppovent got only 25 
votes out of 600. He went to his saloon about 
1 o’clock, as the previous witnesses had stated. 
He said nothing to Butler about taking morey 
from the safe. The reason Butler had full 
charge of the safe was that he (Smith) was not 
there a great deal and butler superintended the 
business. Henevertold Isaacs to use money 
and gave him none. Isaacs did nothing by his 
authority as to voters. 

“Do you know 51 Bowery?’ asked Mr. 
Jerome, abruptly, when the direct examination 
was concluded. 

“Yes,” replied Smith, “ and I would like to 
make a statement right here. I would like to 
say thatif the City Reform Club had anything, 
I would long ago bave sued them for libel for 
advertising me as the keeperoft a gambling 
nouse at 51 Bowery.” 

He had not been a gambler there or else- 
where. He had papered 51 Bowery when he 
was @ paper hanger, some years ago. Yes, he 
knew Julius Schwartz, the Republican candi- 
date for Congress in the Eighth District last 
year. He was bound to say he did not support 
him. He supported John Henry McCarthy. He 
was a gontleman. He had supported Erbardt 
for Mayor. 

Smith then stated that his father and mothb- 
er’s name was Solomon. His father dying, his 
mother married a man named Smith. That was 
when he was eight years old. He had borne the 
name of Smith since. He said he knew John 
Schmitt, who was convicted some months ago 
of bribery and sent to the penitentiary, but he 
stoutly denied that he had ever taken any steps 
toward retaining counsel for him. 

“Do you know Samuel H. Roberts?’ asked 
Mr. Jerome. 

** Yes,” said Smith. ‘‘He is an old friend of 
mine, but we are now politically unfriendly.” 

“Did you not,” queried Mr. Jerome, pleasant- 
ly, ‘put your tinger in hia eye and pull it out 
on his cheek ?’ 

“Tobject,” cried Mr. Hummel. ‘That is a 
disgraceful = Mr. Jerome has no legal 
right to ask it.” 

Smith is under indictment for an assault on 
Roberts, and Judge Martine excluded the ques- 
nin because Smith might have a perfect de- 

ense. Mr. Jerome tried hard to secure its ad- 
mission, but unsuccessfully. 

fhen Mr. Hummel introduced a number of 
genclemen to show what a really estimable citi- 
zen the AssembDiyman from the Eighthis. These 
included ex-Alderman Philip B. Benjamin and 
Nathan 8. Levy, who had both been his political 
opponents. 

The last witness for the defense was Timothy 
J. Creeden, Sergeant of the Eleventh Precinct. 
He was on duty at the Bayard-street polling 
places last election day, and he swore that he 
saw Smith there allof the eye He was 
asked if he was a member of the O’Brien Asso- 
aenem He indignaotly protested that he was 
not. 

Mr. Jerome called in rebuttal John Fallon, 
another Pinkerton man. He testified that he 
saw Butler go to the safe and take out twenty 
five-dollar-bills and hand them to Smith on 
election day. 

The case will probably be completed to-day 
and a verdict rendered.

He was _ momentarily 
failing,;s and it was with difficulty that 
he made his statement, which was substan- 
tially to the effect that he knew nothing about 
his trouble with the policeman. The first thing 
he knew about it was when he regained con- 
sciousness in the hospital. He had been drink- 
ing to excess, and did not know who shot him. 
He could not recollect what happened prior to 
his being shot, and did not recollect having 
ever had a quarrel with any policeman. 

The doctors reported last night that Campbell 
would hardly live until this morning.

DR, PHILIPPE RICORD., 

Philippe Ricord, for more than half a century 
lmown in Paris as the ‘Great American Doc- 
tor,” died in that city yesterday in the nine- 
tieth year of his age. He was a grandson of a 
distinguished French physician of Marseilles 
and a brother of Jean Baptiste Ricord, who 
Was an accomplished scholar, musician, and 
painter. His father was once a wealthy ship 
owner anda member of the Compagnie des 
Indes, who came to the United States in 1790 
to repair his broken fortunes. 

Philippe Ricord was born in Baltimore Oct. 
10, 1800, and when a mere lad went to Phila- 
delphia for the purpose of studying medicine. 
In 1820 he went to Paris, where, in March, 1826, 
he received the degree of M. D., and began to 
Practice at Olivet, near Orléans. Two years 
ater he returned to Paris, where he delivered 
@ course of lectures on surgery, which gave him 
some renown, and in 1831 he was Gr bee 
Surgeon in Chief of the Hépital des Vénérieus 
du Midi. This post he filled most ably for near- 
ly thirty years, retiring in 1860 on account of 
age. He had, in the meantime, acquired a 
great reputation as a specialist. In 1862 he 
was appointed Physician in Ordinary to Prince 
Napoleon, and in 1869 became Consulting 
Surgeon to Emperor Napoleon IIL, whom 
he had previously attended with great 
devotion during a severe ilness. Inreturn for 
his services the Emperor presented him witha 
snuif box and 20,000 francs, He became a Com- 
mander of the Legion of Honor in 1860, and a 
grand officer in 1871 for services as Chief of 
the Ambulance evil pe during the siege of Paris. 
He was also the recipient of many foreign dec- 
orations. 

Kesides producing many valuable works on 
medical subjects, Dr. Ricord was the inventor 
of numerous surgical operations which were 
*‘ crowned” by the Academy of Sciences, With- 
in a year or two, notwithstanding his great age, 
he continued to be an active practitioner, visit- 
ing his many patients every day and during 
oftice hours receiving vast numbers of people 
who came to consuit him. 


RILEY ALLEN BRICK. 

Riley Allen Brick, a well-known iron manu- 
facturer, was seized with apoplexy yeaterday 
morning in a Third-avenue street car near 
Eighteenth-street. He was assisted from the 
oar and taken to his home, 27 East Thirty- 
eighth-street, in an ambulance, and medical 
help was summoned, but allto no avail, for he 
died very shortly after he was removed to his 
room. 

A large circle of friends and of beneficiaries 
of his large-hearted charity will mourn the sud- 
den taking off of this good man. He was born 


in New- York in 1837, and had lived here all his 
life, and though never conspicuously before the 
public, was known and honored by many for the 
unostentatious benevolence which character- 
ized his life. His early education was gained 
in the private schools of this oity, 
after which he went to Harvard Univer- 
sity, from which he was graduated in 1858. 
Immediately thereafter ne succeeded to the 
iron pipe busine’s that was founded by his 
father, and had continued init eyer since. He 
was early identified with the work of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, in which he was 
fora long time an active official and member. 
In Sunday school work, in connection with the 
Church of the Incarnation, the Rev. Dr. Arthur 
Brooks, rector, he was especially interested and 
active. 

In 1861 he married a daughter of the late 
Charies H. Brown of Boston, who survives him. 
The funeral arrangements have not yet been 
definitely settled, but the service will probably 
be held atthe family residence, the Rev. Dr, 
Arthur Brooks officiating. The body will be 
removed to Boston for interment. 


ISAAC WILDRICK. 

The venerable Isaac Wildrick, known through- 
out the State of New-Jersey asthe “ Patriarch 
of the New-Jersey House of Assembly,” died at 
his home near Blairstown, N. J., on Monday. 
He had been declining for several months. Mr. 
Wildrick was born on March 3, 1803, in Hard- 
wick Township, then Sussex County. He had 
filled nearly every minor office in Warren 
County, from Justice of the Peace to constable 
and Township Committeeman. In 1848 he was 
elected to Congress, and was re-elected in 1850. 
He was intimately acquainted with Douglas, 
Calhoun, and other great Democratic leaders. 
He was a war Democrat, and did much toward 
raising men and money for the Union. In 1882 
he was elected to the Assembly, and was re- 
elected several times. He leaves six children. 
One son, Col, A. C. Wildrick, commanded the 
Forty-fifth, and another, John A. Wildrick, the 
Twenty-eighth New-Jersey Volunteers.

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DOCTORS DISCUSS HEALTH 


OPINIONS OF S8ANITARIANS 
AND HYGIEND EXPERTS. 
@HE AMERICAN PUBLIC HEALTH asso- 
CIATION IN SESSION IN BROOKLYN— 

PAPERS READ YESTERDAY. 


| Physicians, clergymen, savitarians, hygiene 
‘experts, and others of kindred pursuits to the 
number of nearly two hundred ‘composed the 
i'xathering at the Brooklyn Institute on Wash- 
‘ington-street yesterday, at the opening of the 
‘seventeenth annual meeting of the American 
‘Public Health Association. About two blocks 
‘from the institute three stories of a building 
at the corner of Fulton and Pineapple streets 
contained exhibits from makers of things to 
‘wear, to eat, and of household utility, all with 
health in view. This exhibition was part of 
the meeting, and, being continuously open, it 
attracted visitors who could not wait througn 
the formalities in progress at the institute. 
Between the two places there was an excellent 
and representative attendance all day. 

An indication of the widespread interest in 
the purposes of the association was furnished 
by the responses to the Secretary’s roll, which 
showed that all parts of the country were rep- 
resented. Among the delegates present were 
Prof. Hosmer A. Johnson of Chicago, President 
of the association; Dr. Irving A. Watson of Con- 
Cord, N. H., Dr. Jerome Cochran of Montgomery, 
jAla., Dr. Frederick Montzambert of Quebec, 


;Dr. J. Berrien Lindsley of Nashville, Prof. 
\Charles A. Lindslay of Yale College, Dr. Henry 
'B. Baker of Lansing, Mich., Dr. Joseph M. 
«Toner of Washington, Dr. Ezra M. Hunt ot Tren- 
ton, and Dr. Peter H. Bryce of Toronto. 

The routine business of the morning was not 
allowed to occupy much time. Having dis- 
posed of it,a paper on “The Overshading of 
Our Homes,” from the pen of Dr. William 
Thornton Parker of Newport, R. IL, was read 
by Prof. Lindsiay. The paper was un argument 

i sunlight in houses. He said, among other 
R8: 

“Ooncerning the preservation of our forests it 
‘would be difficult to write too much, and every- 
‘where there should be a desire to preserve and pro- 
tect them. We are witnesses this vear of the ter- 
rible calamities resulting from the wholesale 
destruction of our forests, but perhaps we do not 
euiliciently consider that the general climate suf- 
‘fers from this cause, and that indirectly much of 
‘disease and death results from the wanton de- 
atruction of the trees, so essential in the general 
condition of healthful landscape. 

“Houses overshaded are not healthful, no mat- 
iter how commodious or well built they may be. 
Too many trees near sleeping and living rooms ex- 
ercise a very injurious influence and induce various 
diseases, notably rheumatism, heart disease, con- 
sumption, geueral debility, and anemia. 

** As a local Board of Health has 4 right and dut. 
to close a house injurious or dangerous to healt 
pnd life and forbid its occupancy until reasonable 
Banitary requirements have been observed and 
causes of danger removed, so it would almost seem 
asa reasonable inference that a national Board of 
Health should have power to discipline Summer re- 
sorts and other localities and prevent the seekers 
tor health and pleasure from risking their own and 
their children’s lives in places desperately neg- 
lected, unhealthy, and dangetous.”’ 

The second paper, “Clothing in Its Relation 
to Hygiene,” was read by Dr. James F. Hibberd 
of Richmond, Ind. The authorof the paper had 
concluded from his observations as a practi- 
tioner that the majority of peopie dress so 
warmly as to prevent the skin from exercising 
its normal functions. This furnished the text 
for the paper. While in general terms clothing 
should satisfy the demands of modesty and of 
gsthetic tastes, its only bysgienic utility 1s sat- 
istied when it provides against the vicissitudes 
of weather and seasons. 2 j 

Dr. Hibberd summed up his topic as follows: 

It seems time that the relation of clothing to the 
health of the people of temperate climates engaged 
in civil industries shouli be reviewed, and the 
points for investigation may be summarized thus, 
Viz.: 


1. The popular and professional estimate of the 
hygiene of the skin is much below its real impor- 


tance. 

2. The physiology of the skin cannot be largely 
—— with without endangeriug whe general 

ealth. 

8. One of the most inttuential factors in the sound 
health of man is to establish and maintain in his 
organization a resisting power to the causes of 
disease. 

4. The tendency is to overdress, enervating the 
skin and curtailing its power, and thereby the 
power of the whole system, toresist the causes of 
disease. ; 

5. A proper exposure ofthe surface of the body 
to environing low temperature is a vaiuable gener- 
al tonic.

aper on * Causes and Prevention of Infant 

ortality,” by Dr. Jeronie Walker of Brooklyn. 
Dr. Walker had found from statistics that. the 
!common belief was not sustained that infant 
‘mortality in this country had decreased of late 
tyears. He had been led to conclude that it 
jmight be reduced under favoring conditions, 
‘but such conditions would never be reached 
,while mere political doctors were in control of 
the health boards of the country. The hope of 
the future lies in a radical chauge in this re- 
spect and in the sanitary education of the 
‘masses. The speaker said: 

We may conclude from whatis known of institu- 
tions for children: : ' 

1. That alarge proportion of the deaths in them 
are preventable. 

2. That the younger the children and the larger 
the number, the greater the mortality. 

$8. That the mortality can be lessened, but the de- 
orease costs money, time, patience, and energy, and 
to obtain the best results the attending and resi- 

dent physicians should be reliable, should be given 
control over all medical and sanitary matters, and 
should be held responsible for the same. 

The next paper, on “The Relations of the 
eg of the Poorto Infant Mortality,” by 
Alfred F. White, C. E., of Brooklyn, went over 
‘gome of the ground covered by Dr. Walker's pa- 
iper. Mr. White quoted statistics to show that 
‘euch institutions as the Peabody Association of 
London were needed here. Through the re- 
forms thus instituted in tenement-house con- 
struction the infant mortality of London had 
been reduced to 15 per cent. of all deaths, while 
in this city it was 26 per cent. After general 
discussion of the above two papers, in which 
nothing especially was brought out, Dr. George 
Homan of 8t.

MAKING UP THE BODGET. 


THE ESTIMATES FOR THE CITY DEPART- 
MENTS NEXT YEAR. 


The three members of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, Mayor Grant, President 
Arnold of the Board of Aldermen, and President 
Coleman of the Tax Department, met yesterday 
in the Mayor's office and spent almost the en- 
tire day considering the estimates forthe ex- 
penses of the city departments for the year 
1890. These estimates must be approved by 
the board before Nov. 1. 

It 18 expected that the amount to be raised for 
the city’s expenditures during 1890 will be 
somewhat larger than the amount raised for 
the current year, which was $37,637,069 91. 
The increase is rendered necessary by the large 
sums to be expended in street paving, and for 


other purposes provided for by special acts of 
the last Legislature. 

The Mayor set the ball rolling yesterday by 
asking for $26,000 for his oftice, and the amount 
was allowed. The Mayor’s Marshal was allowed 
$13,000 for the expenses of his office, or just 
$100 less than a year ago. 

Much surprise and satisfaction was expressed 
by the members of the board over the report of 
Supervisor Kenny of the City kecord, who asked 
for some $40,000 less than his predecessors in 
ae In his letter to the board Mr. Kenny 
said: 

“Two things make it possible to keep the estimate 
of the appropriation tor the publication of the City 
Record below the sum allotted for the arenen’ year. 
One is the fact that arregrages will have been 
clearedaway at theclose of 1889, and the other 
that the registry lists are not as likely to be so 
large in 1890 as in 1888. The average cost of print- 
ing the City Record during the past three yeats was 
$54,986. Last year the cost was $54,471. As there 
is no apparent reason fora greater expenditure, 
the cost of the City Record for 188¥ may be fairly 
estimated as $58,300, or about $9,500 less than the 
estimate accepted by your predecessors when they 
were making the present contract with the printer. 
It appears, therefore, that -the costoft publishing 
tne City Record, with its supplementary registry 
lists in 1890, will be $66,300. To allow for contin- 
gencies it seems tome better to a.k the Board of 
kstimate and Apportionment for $68,00u, or $5,000 
less than last year. 

‘‘ As for the appropriation to the account of print- 
ing, stationery, and blank books, it seems to me that 
$165,000 would be a fair sum for 1890. The average 
appropriation since 1886 is $153,000. In 1886, 1887, 
and 1888 there was an average ‘deficit of $22, 000. a 

the expenditure for this year at $144,000, 

ngencies would bring the appropriation up 
to $164,000. 1t must be borne in mina that there are 
arrearages of past years, amounting to $9,000, not in 
suit, which must be paid by an appropriation 
should the litigation respecting the other $19,000 
of arrearages prove adverse to thecity. It seems 
proper that this sum should be added to the general 
appropriation for printing, stationery, and blank 
books, increasing it to $164,000. I append the esti- 
mates for 1890, as compared with those for 1889.

But for the necessity to care for the $9,000 of 
arrearages the reduction would be $50,000. 

By the time the reading of Mr. Kenny’s state- 
ment was finished the Mayor’s race wore a very 
broad smile, ‘I flatter myself,” he said, ** that 
the City Record has got a very good Supervisor 
atlast.” Mr. Kenpny’s estimates were accepted 
with such celerity that it looked as if the board 
was afraid that he would change his mind and 
ask for more. 

The Civil Service Bureau asked for and was 
allowed $25,000. The Finance Department’s 
estimates were somewhat larger than in pre- 
vious years, owing to the increased demands 
made upon it by the rapid growthof the city. 
The total for salaries was given at $212,000; 
Chamberlain’s office, $25,000; cleaning mar- 
kets, $42,000; contingencies, $7,500; total, 
$287,000. 

Mr. Myers called the attention of the board 
to the great quota of State taxes laid upon the 
city and county. This year it 1s $5,698,248 89, 
or an increase of $1,597,426 18 over last year. 

This disgusted Mayor Grant, who said: 
‘We’ ll let that go for the present, but I am free 
to say that I don’t propose to provide for that 
sant in the final estimate. t them sue for 

Commissioner Coleman remarked: ‘‘ We can’t 
Ke far enough in bringing to a stop this rob- 

ery.”’ 

The matter was laid over. The sumof $128,- 
822 was asked for by the Controller to pay the 
rents of property leased by the corporation. 
This amount was allowed provisionally. The 
sum of $150,000 was put aside to pay judg- 
ments obtained against the city. Last year the 
amount was $200,000. 

The board will sit again to-day.

CHANGES IN THE RITUAL 


GENERAL OONVENTION’S 

WURK YESTERDAY. 

OPPOSITION TO TOO MUCH 
ING OF THE SERVICE PREVAILS 
EASILY AMONG THE DEPUTIES. 


A large number of proposed changes in the 
canons of the Church were passed upon by the 
General Convention yesterday, immediately 
following the saying of morning prayer by the 
Rev. Dr. Benjamin Franklin of New-Jersey, the 
majority of which went over for the considera- 
tion of the next session of the convention in 
1892. 

An effort was made to revive the subject of 
courts of appeals for ministers convicted by 
diocesan courts, the special committee to whom 
the matter was referred reporting that appel- 
late courts should be properly established by 
the dioceses themselves, but recommending 
that action be taken by the General Convention 
to erect a supreme tribunal, The subject was 
ordered to be placed upon the calendar for 
future cousideration. 

Baltimore was agreed upon as the place of 
meeting of the 1892 General Convention, and it 
was decided to adjourn sine die on Thursday 
evening at 8 o’clock, 

Taking up the pending work of liturgical re- 
vision, the house agreed, after lengthy debate, 


to concur with the House of Bishops in adding 
these versieles to the order for evening prayer: 

Minister—O Lord, save the State. 

Answer—And mercifully hear us when we Call 
upon Thee. 

Minister—Endue Thy ministers with righteous- 
ness. 

Answer—And make Thy chosen people joyful. 

Minister—O Lora, save Thy people. 

Answer—And bless Thine inheritance. 

The question of doctrine was raised by the 
Rev. Dr. Alsop ot Long Isiand, in opposing con- 
currence in certain propositions to alter the 
service of holy communion on the ground that 
they would have a tendency to convey the idea 
that the breud and wine on the table have be- 
come in reality the body and blood of Chrisf. 

If the recommendation of the committee were 
adopted, the Rev. Dr. Elliott of Maryland 
argued, other changes must be made in the 
communion office in order to render the whole 
harmonious. There was, unfortunately, 1n the 
Church quite a tendency toward eucharistic 
adoration—to adoration after consecration. 

The lunch hour was entrenched upon to per- 
mit of a vote being taken upon the son ra | 
question by dioceses and orders, which resulte 
in the rejeciion of the proposed change by 4 
vote, as follows: Clerical deputations votin 
affirmatively, 31; in the negative, 17; divided, 
8; lay deputations voting afiirmatively, 21; in 
the negative, 19; divided, 2. 

At the opening of the afternoon session it 
was ordered, without debate, that in the order 
for the burial of the dead, in place of the rubric, 
*Then the minister shall say the Lord’s 
Prayer,” there be substituted, “ Then the minis- 
ter shall say, ‘Lord, have mercy upon us; 
Christ, have mercy upon us; Lord, have mercy 
upon us,’” these versicles preceding the Lerd’s 
Prayer. 

Three additional prayers to be inserted at the 
end of this oftice after ‘‘the grace of our Lora,” 
&c., were also agreed to. . 

This amendment was made in the second 
clause of the general thanksgiving to be read 
on the stated annual Thanksgiving Day in 
November: 

We yield Thee unfeigned thanks and praise for 
the return of seedtime and harvest, for the increase 
of the ground and the gathering in of the fruits 
thereof, and for all the other biessings of Thy 
merciful providence bestowed upon this Nation and 
people.” 

Then the question recurred upon concurring 
’ with the House of Bishops in res pect to adopt- 
ing the service prescribed, combining the holy 
communion witn the form of matrimony, which 
provoked an animaied debate. It was claimed 
by several delegates that the proposed celebra- 
tion would add to the sanctity of the marriage 
rite. 

Vhe question was put and the house voted as 
follows: Clerical deputations, 34 aflirmative, 
17 negative; lay deputations, 22 aftirmative, 
19 negative, 1 divided. This being exactly the 
statutory majority, the service was adopted. 

The suggested modification of the Order for 
the Burial of the Dead, providing tor the cele- 
bration of the holy communion and the addi- 
tion of the One Hundred and Sixteenth Psalm, 
a collect, epistie, and gospel, intensified the 
discussion provoked by the preceding proposi- 
tion. The collect proposed by the Bishops was 
rejected for the following, proposed by tne 
Rey. Dr. Hale: 

*“O God, Who, by the mouth of Thine Apostle 
Saint Paul, hast taught us not to bewail them that 
sleep in Christ; grant, we beseech Thee, that at the 
coming of ‘Thy Son our Lurd Jesus Christ, we and 
all those departed in Thy true faith and fear may 
be brought by Thy grace unto the joys everlasting; 
through the same, Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen.” 

The Rev. Dr. Huntington opposed the sug- 

estion, and the Rev. Luther Hull of Boston 

avored it. The Rev. Dr. Gayior of Springiiela 

said that the most insidious and the greatest 
evil that afflicts the people to-day is that of 
Spiritualism. The suggested change was @ 
good thing to counteract such a sentiment. 

In the subsequent discussion, which tovk a 
wide range, a large number of delegates, lay 
and clerical, spoke. Dr. Gailor of Tennessee 
said: “We have had the English way crowded 
upon us.ad nauseam; now let us have a litule 
z pluribus unum and do things in an American 
way.” [Great laughter. ] 

Ona peremptory call the house refused to 
concur with the Bishops, the vote standing: 
Clerical deputations, 34 aftirmative, 14 nega- 
tive, 3 divided; lay deputations, 18 affirmative, 
18 negative, 6 divided. : 

The insertion in the rubric governing the 
order of holy communion of the direction, ‘‘ Suf- 
ticient time shall be given for all who desire to 
communicate,” and the changing of the word 
“persons” to ‘‘servants” in, all prayers and 
rubrics was ordered, and the house rose, 

At the evening session of the General Con- 
vention the House of Deputies reconsidered its 
former action and agreed with the House of 
Bishops in enriching the marriage service by 
inserting the following addition: 

“Matrimony is an honorable estate, instituted of 
God in the time of man’s innocency, signifying unto 
us the mystical union that is betwixt Christ and His 
Church, which holy estate Christ adorned and 
beautitied with His presence and first miracle that 
He wrought in Cana of Galilee.”’ 

More than an hour was spent in going over 
the arguments advanced at the morning session 
for and against the transfer of the prayer of 
humble access from its present place in the 
communion office, on a request from a confer- 
ence committee that 1t reconsider its former 
action and concur with the House of Bishops 
in authorizing the change, After a prolonged 
debate it was finally agreed to postpone further 
consideration of the matter until Wednesday 
morning, 

The house then proceeded to take from the 
calendar and dispose of several subjects, and 
the deputies then consented to an adjournment,

THE HOUSE OF BISHOPS. 
The setting apart of the western portion of 
the Diocese of Nebraska as a missionary juris- 
diction was yesterday agreed to by the House 


of Bishops. It refused to concur with the 
House of wWDeputies in adding the Rev.

ERAL THANKSGIVING.” 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

I venture to predict that the action of the con- 
vention of the Protestant Episcopal Church, in de- 
ciding that the congregation should not join in the 
recital of the ‘‘General Thanksgiving,” (as reported 
in your issue of the 18th inst.,) will be a very serious 
disappointment to a majority of the members of our 
Church. In no other portion of the service does it 
seem more natural or proper for the congregation 
to join than in the general thanksgiving; indeed, a 


thanksgiving in which the people do not join ‘is not 
@® “ goueral” thanksgiving. 

It is the custom in most churches in England, 
and in many of them at home, for the congregation 
to join in this most beautiful of prayers, and it is 
the experience of many church people that the 
general thanksgiving is recited with greater fervor 
and er generally than any other portion of the 
service, 

Tue Kev. Dr. Dix objected to granting the conces- 
sion, and is reported as saying that ** wheu he heard 
the mutterings of the people in the general thanks. 

iving there was very little thauksgiviug in his 

eart, for he felt that the congregation were riding 
rough-sho.t over rubrical law.” of course, Dr. Dix 
objects to granting any concessions to the people, 
aud would tre ghape no doubt, that the general 
confession should be made a private contesslon to 
the priest rather than a general confession of the 
people to their God. The mutterings and intona.- 
tions of the priest are far mvre objectionable to 
most churchmen than are the “mutterings of the 
people” to Dr. Dix, and the departures from rubrical 
and canonical laws are far more general on the part 
of the clergy than on the part of the people, while 
the mutteriugs are more uncertain and indistinct 
behind the altar rail than before it. 

Dr. Dix belongs to a ciass of our clergymen who 

would prefer to confine the celebration of the 
Lerd’s Supper to the priest, and itis not unlikely 
that at some future convention an attempt will be 
made to exclude the peuple from direct participation 
in the communion. Lighted candles, ince ise, and 
other ivnovations at this feast are not nuw uncom. 
mon, and it is frequently conducted in the churches 
ot Trinity Parish by @ ‘‘celebiant” under tne 
watchful eye of a ‘“‘master of ceremonies” 
other attendants. 
’ No liberal Curistian in our day objects to the 
solemn celepration of the Roman mass, but a spuri- 
ous imitation causes the same feeling in the heart 
of a true churchman that Or. Dix says he exyperi- 
ences when he hears the unlawful mutterings of a 
cougregation which dares to aes in that grand old 
Kuglish prayer “ the General Thanks giving.”

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FIGHTING FOR DELAY. 


THE ELEVATED ROAD EFFORTS TO TIRE 
OUT THE PROPERTY OWNERS. 


Appearances began to be fled by counsel for 
the defendants yesterday in the 700 cases 
brought by the elevated railroad companies tor 
the condemnation of the easements taken by 
them without compensation to the owners of 
property abutting on their respective lines of 
railroad. There is a large array of counsel, 
including some of the most celebrated law 
firms in the city, and in every instance the 
appearance is accompanied ‘ by an objection to 
the jurisdiction of the court. 

One of the counsel in the cases said yester- 
day that the objection was not so much to the 
appointment of a commission as to its ap- 
pointment by Judge Andrews. That Judge 


had appointed some commissions in similar 
proceedings whose actions had been partial to 

he railroad company, and he was known to be 
socially intimate with the Vice President of the 
elevated railroad company. 

A ground of objection to the appointment of 
any commission at all was that proceedings 
were already pending in all these cases, in 
which the initiative had been taken by the prop- 
erty Owners themselves, In many of these 
cases judgments had already been obtained, and 
pe others were rapidly approaching the day of 

rial. That the plaint corporation was in 
hope, if not expectation, of friendly treatment 
from Judge Andrews in the appointment of the 
commission was shown by the fact that counsel 
for the railroad had reserved their notices of 
motion from other Judges since their prepara- 
tion in July to await the return of Judge An- 
drews from Europe, where he was said to be 
spending his vacation. 

As has been heretofore pointed out by THe 
TIMES. these wholesale proceedings are not 
brought in good faith, but for the purpose of 
obstructing the course of justice, securing ju- 
dicial awards from a partial tribunal that is 
dependent for its emoluments upon the plaintiff 
corporation, and delaying the day of settle- 
ment with its creditors as far as possible. By 
thus harassing the property owners with ex- 
pensive litigation, requiring sometimes three or 
more actions to recover damages that should 
have been paid before the road was built, it is 
attempted to compel settlements for less than 
equitable figures. But the measure of damages 
thus far awarded has established a par- 
tiul! basis for futuré calculation, and but 
few settlements have been effected. The 
litigation down to date has been in relation to 
down-town property, on the shurter streets occu- 
Lo) by the roads. Ip the cases now before 

udge Andrews, invol¥ing about 700 city lots, 
nearly all of them with expensive improve- 
ments, the property is, for the most part, sit- 
uated on the main thoroughfares traversed by 
the roads. As yet no sufficient number of 
awards of damages have been madéon such 
proses to afford a basis of judgment for 

uture awards, and, therefore, the railroad com- 
panies are arranging to contest the pending 
cases with their utmost vigor. The amount of 
damages involved in these cases, estimated by 
the awards thus far made, 1s about $8,500,0U0, 
and they are only about 8 per cent. of the ulti- 
mate number or actions that will have to be 
brought.

Orders of sewing were given 
to 322 women and 15,562 visits were 
made in behalf of the poor. Four  hun- 
dred and seventy-seven inspections of tenement 
houses were made, 7 people were placed per- 
manently in homes, and 45 sufferers were put 
in hospitals. Two hundred and forty-one con- 
sumptives were looked after, and 2,718 people 
were aided by fresh-air excursions. Temporary 
ee was obtained for 251 individuals 
and permanent employment for 84, The man- 
agement of this association feels convinced 
thatits work will never languisn for lack of 
eae means if the benevolently disposed 
will become fully informed of its merits. It is 
now working on a detinite, practical, and well- 
matured system, and the results are highly 
gratifying.

THE ORTHODOX VIEW OF THE SUBJECT. 

A small audience listened in the hall of the 
New-York College for the Training of Teachers, 
9 University-place, yesterday afternoon, to an 
interesting lecture by the Rev. Charles E. Lord, 
D. D., of Newburyport, Mass., under the au- 
spices of the New-York Academy of Anthropol- 
ogy. Dr. Lord’s subject was “Life and Or- 
ganism,” and he took the ground that the 
Darwinians, or evolutionists, were in error, and 
that a change of environment was a revolution 
involving the death and disappearance of spe- 
cies whose organism was not adapted to the 
new conditions; that successive species were 
not evolved from earlier species, but were new 
creations modified in organism by the new en- 
vironments, and that the only influence of 
change of environment upon species was in 
producing minor divergences such as mark the 
varieties within species. He argued that man 
differed from other animals in being designed 
fail a dual life in this world and in the one to 
ollow. 


HISTORIO VASES. .

NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN PROPERTY 
OWNERS AND THE SITE COMMITTEE. 


The meeting of the World’s Fair Committee 
on Site and Buildingsin Tom Toes Building 
yesterday afternoon was devoted chiefly to the 
consideration in executive session of Jetters re- 
ceived from property owners within the bound- 
aries of the site. The importance of securing 
replies from all the realty holders to whom cir- 
culars were addressed was discussed in all its 
phases. The members present were Messrs. 
Edward Cooper, (in the chair,) John Bogart, 
Charles F. Chandler, Joseph I. C. Clarke, John 
D. Crimmins, William’ L. Davis, Roswell P. 
Flower, John Foord, Samuel Gompers, Richard 
M. Hunt, Isidor Straus, George Warner, and W. 
MoM. Speer, Secretary of the General Commit- 
tee, William L. Davis was appointed a member 
of the committee a few days ago in place of Col, 


John A. Cockerill, who resigned. Mr. Davis is 
the brother-in-law of Joseph Pulitzer. 

A letter was read from the Mayor stating the 
plan of subscription adopted by the Com mittee 
on Finance to raise the amount required for 
the payment of the preliminary expenses of the 
exposition, A communication from the Com- 
pn -P on Legislation was also read and placed 
on file. 

Secretary Foord was instructed to have print- 
ed 1,000 copies of the report of the Committee 
on Site and Buiidings to the general commit- 
tee. Asa means of facilitating the work of the 
committee in the matter of obtaining a quorum 
it was resolved that seven members of the com- 
mittee should hereafter constitute 2 quorum for 
the transaction of routine business. On im- 
portant matters, such as the final selection of 
the site, a full quorum must be present. 

Messrs. Edward Cooper, Isidur Straus, and 
Arthur Leary were appointed a special sub- 
committee to confer with the Governors of the 
Bloomingdale Asylum, the Trustees of the 
Leake & Watts Orphan Asylum, and the rep- 
resentatives of the cathedral site, with the view 
of ascertaining upon what terms the land con- 
trolled by them can be obtained for the pur- 

oses of the exposition. Secretary Foord was 

structed to prepare a letter for transmission 
to the persons to be conferred with by this sub- 
committee. 

During the meeting Mr. Flower gave a brief 
description of his recent visit to the South. He 
thought that as soon as the Southern people 
saw that New-York had acted definitely and 
decisively in tne matter of securing the ex- 
position they would come out strongly in fa- 
vor of the location of the exposition here. The 
committee will meet again next Tuesday after- 
noon, when it is expected that something deti- 
nite will be announced concerning the progress 
of the work of securing consents of property 
owners. 

“The subscription books are being prepared 
as rapidly as possible,and we hope to have them 
all ag, distribution by Thursday,” said 
George Wilson, Secretary of the Chamber of 
.-Commerce, yesterday afternoon. He showed 
one of the books. It is a neat pocket-sized 
book bound in flexible seal and having on the 
outside cover: ‘International Exposition of 
1892—Committee on Finance—Subscribers to 
the Five-Miltion-Dollar Guarantees Fund.” In- 
side are printed the names of the Finance Com- 
mittee and the form of subscription. The books 
will be numbered from 1 to 1,000,

OONNOR AND ASPINALL, 


EACH INCLINED TO RUN INDEPEND- 
ENTLY FOR RE-ELECTION. 


Senator Eugene F. O’Connor of the Third 
District, Brooklyn, and Assemblyman Aspin- 
all of the Eleventh, both of whom were deniea 
a renomination by the Republicans because of 
their opposition to Platt, made formal announce- 
ments yesterday of their intention to run in 
their respective districts as independent candl- 
dates. 
To say that the local Republican statesmen 
were astounded would be a mild wayof ex- 
pressing their condition. No one would believe 
it until he had interviewed one or the other of 
the gentiemen. Atalate hour yesterday some 
of O’Connor’s friends got hold of bim and un- 
dertook to force him to reconsider his determi- 
nation. Later still they called in Ernst Nathan, 
who nominated O’Connor two years ago after 
finding that he could not be nominatea bimselt, 
Nathan, it was given out, pleaded with O’Uon- 
nor and finally got him to agree to reconsider 
the matter. His great argument was that the 
Third Seuatorial District is so overwhelmingly 
Republican that O’Connor would be unable to 
beat Birkett, the regular candidate, and woald 
only ruin his own future prospects. A similar 
talk was held with Aspinall, but “Fighting 
Joe” had not succumbed tothe blandishments 
of his friend last night. 
A TIMES reporter saw both men, and found 
that each regarded his defeat for renomination 
as due to the opposition of the local elevated 
railroads. Both voted against remitting the 
taxes of these roads. 
Senator O’Connor said: “I knew all along 
that I would not be renominated, and I knew 
that my supposed backers, Nichols and that 
crowd, did not support me. E. B. Bartlett sent 
money upfrom the Seventh Ward to beat me 
because I antagonized him in matters pertaining 
to warehouse iegislation, NowI am expected 
to sit quietly aside and submit to the dictation 
of the interests which I fought for the people.” 
The Eleventh Assembly Districs is not so 
heavily Republican that that party can afford 
to have a stump candidate, indorsed by the 
Democrats, in the field. It has been carried 
several times by straight-out Democrats, nota- 
bly by A. C. Chapin, and Aspinall has for two 
years proved very strong individually. He said 
that he looked upon the elevated roads as hav- 
ing caused his defeat, and that he was not pre- 
— to sit calmly by and see such injustice 
one. 
Neither gentleman has as yet opened a head- 
quarters or taken any definite steps toward or- 
ganizing a campaign. 
It is possible that these two gentlemen will 
reconsider their determination and that neither 
will be in the race on election day.

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GUIDING OCEAN VESSELS 


DISCUSSING NHOESSARY KULES 

, OF THE ROAD. 

THE INTERNATIONAL MARINE CONFER- 
ENCE ADJOURNING TO LET OVER- 
BURDENBD COMMITTEES WORK. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22,—Considerable progress 
was made at the morning session of the Inter- 
national Marine Conference to-day in consider- 
ation of the “‘ Rules of the Road.” The amend- 
ments proposed to the text, or changes, except 
as noted further on, were of an unimportant 
character, and the discussion consequently was 
limited to comparatively few subjects. Articles 
covering the following topics were laid aside: 

Steering and sailing rules for sailing vessels; 
Tuies for steam vessels meeting; for two steamers 
crossing; steamships to keep out of the way of sail- 
ing vessels, for a steam vessel approaching another 
vessel; signals of steamers showing course; vessel 


overtaking another; steamer in narrow channels; 
right of way. 

& During the proceedings Mr. Hall of England 
proposed a definition of the term “ risk of collis- 
ion,” as follows: 

“* Risk of collision may, for the purposes of these 
rules, be deemed to exist where there is not abso. 
lute certainty that, if the ships keep their respective 
courses and speed, ~ ie bg pass clear of each other. 
Sach risk can best be ascertained by carefully 
watching the compass bearing of an Sprceeceinn 
vessel. If the bearing does not appreciably change, 
auch risk should be deemed to exist.” 

On motion of Mr. Goodrich of the United 
States the President was directed to appoint a 


committee of five, to whom shall be referred all 
devices and systems relating to nautical affairs 
presented to the conference. 

To the article on “ Right of Way,” (No. 22 of 
the Treasury Department circular,) which 
reads, ‘‘ Where, by the above rules, one of the 
two ships is to keep out of the way, the other 
saall keep hercourse,” Mr. Hall proposed to add 
the words ‘‘and speed.’’ This proposed amend- 
ment met the approval of Dr. Sieve-King of 
Germany and Mr, Goodrich, the latter suggest- 
ing thé desirability of imposing upon one of 
any two ships approaching each other the duty 
of keeping out of the way. It was desirable 
that this vessel should be designated clearly, 
and that the other vessel should give it all the 
information possible as to course and speed. 

, Mr. Hall said the English delegates had to 
propose an additional rule to be inserted in the 
article under discussion to read as follows: 

“ When, in conseguence of thick weather or other 
causes, two ships find themselves 80 close to each 
other as to make it doubtfal whether, by the action 
of one ship alone. collision can be avoided, the ship 
which, by the above articles, is directed to keep her 
course and speed, shall also take such action as will 


best aid to avoid collision.” 


Capt. Mensing of Germany made another ar- 
gumentin favor of forbidding commanders of 
vessels to reduce speed while in @ fog or in 
thick weather. 

Mr. Hall also proposed an additional article, 
as follows: 
| “In daytime—that is, between sunrise and sunset 
—single ships shall keep out of the way of three or 
more ships of war in order, and no ship shall, un- 
der such circumstances, break the lineof such a 
squairon, At night—that is, between sunset and 
suurise—single slips should, for mutual safety, en- 
deavor to avoid passing through a squadron,” 


Mr. Goodrich proposed an amendment to 
Article XIX.—‘‘Signals of steamship Showing 
Course”—changing its terms from permiasive 
to mandatory. 

Mr. Frederick Malmburg of Sweden argued 

against changing the rule on thé ground that it 
would place a heavy responsibility upon com- 
Manders of vessels without increasing the se- 
curity against collisions. 
: Mr. Verney of Siam opposed the change pro- 
posed by Mr, Goodrich on the ground thatin 
crowded waters the signal for one ship might 
be understeod to apply to another if they were 
made compulsory, and thus tend to produce 
confusion and accident. 

Mr. Hall saia the delegates from England 
fully > Sala the proposition made by Mr. 
Goodrich. 

Lieut. Beaugency of Chili, proposed a new 
rule, as foliows: 

“No ship shall cross the bow of any ship in mo- 
tion, but if extravrdinary circumstances require 
that it be done thon the ship crossing the bow of 
the other ship shali be responsible for the conse- 
quences.” 

Mr. Hall proposed a definition of the term 
“shore blast” from a steamer’s whistle to mean 
*‘one second.” Also to add to Article XIX. the 
‘words, “‘The use of these signals 1s optional. 
but if they are used the course of the ship must 
be in accordance with the signal made.”’ 

When the conference reconvened after lunch 
Mr. Goodrich called up his resolution providing 
that the conference adjourn over Wednesday in 
order to give the committees an opportunity to 
meet and consider the matters referred to them. 
The resolution was agreed to. 

Mr. Goodrioch’s amendment to Articole XIX., 
making the use of prescribed signals for steam- 
ships in fog or heavy weather compulsory in- 
stead of optional, was further discussed by Dr. 
Sieve-King of Germany, who opposed it. 

Mr. Haliof England proposed the following 
amendment to Article XX. of the rules: 

“Referring to vessels overtaking one another. 
Wotwithstanding avything contained in any pre- 
ceding article, every ship, whether a sailing ship or 
steamship, overtaking any other, shail keep out of 
the way of the overtaken ship. Any ship coming 
up with any other yg ¢ from any direction more than 
two points abaft her beam—i. é., in such a position 
with reference to the vessel that she is overtakin 
that at night she would be unable to see either o 
that vossel’s side lights—shall be deemed to 
be an overtaking ship, andno ge ry alteratiou 
ofthe bearing between the two ships shall make 
the overtaking ship a crossing ship within the 
meaning of the regulations, or relieve her of the 
fluty of keeping clear of the overtaken ship until 
she is finally past and clearof her. As by day the 
overtaking ship cannot always know with certainty 
whether sheis before or abaft this direction from 
the other ship, she shouid, if in doubt, assume that 
she 18 an overtaking ship and keep out of the way.” 

And also the following new aiticls to succeed 
Articie XX: 

“A ship which is required by these rules to keep 
out of the way of another ship shali, if the circum- 
stances of the case admit, avoid crossing ahead of 
the other.” 

Mr. Malmburg of Sweden expressed his ap- 
proval of the propositions made by Mr. Hall. 

Articles XXI. aud XXIII, relating to “‘steamers 
jin narrow channels,” and “special “youmstances 
and dangers,” were passedove- , hout amend- 
ment being proposed, other thun that the latter 
pe stricken out altogether. It permits a de- 
parture from the rules in special circumstances 
and dangers. 

Mr. Schneiaer of Denmark proposed an 
pmendment to Article XXV., which reads: 

** Nothing in these rules shall interfere with the 
operation of a special rale, duly made by local au- 
thority, relative to the navigation of any harbor, 
river, or inland navigation.’’ 

The amendment proposes that there be no 
deviation trom the regular signals. Mr. Good- 
rich suggested that the article be stricken out 
entirely, which Capt. Mensing approved. 

Capt. Shackfor proposed the following 
amendment to follow Article XXIL., relative to 
“right of way”: 

“It shall be compulsory for avy steamship under 
way in a fog to stop on hearing @ signal ahead or on 
either bow, and she shall not proceed until further 
signals have been exchanged.” 

To Article X XII. Mr. 8. W. Flood, the American 
Celegate from Norway, proposed an amendment 
to the effect that a vessel, either steam or sail, 
shall give way to a disabled vessel. 

Article XXVI. reserves to Governments the 
right to make special rales governing station and 
signal lights for ships of war or ships under 
convoy. Mr. flubert of the Netherlands pro- 
posed to extend the same rights to companies 
owning and operating lines of ships. 

With the passing of Articie XX VIL, describing 
distress signals, the reading of the rules of the 
road was concluded. Several slight amend- 
3znents to this were proposed, chiefly relating to 
the color of the rockets to be used. 

Capt. Shackford submitted the following asa 
substitute for Article VIII: “ Lights to be car- 
ried by vessels at anchor.” 

“A stationary ship, whether ateamship or sailing 
ship, of less than 100 feet in length, when at anchor, 
shall carry where they can best be seen, but at a 
height vot exceeding ten feet above the hull, a 
white light and a red light, thirty inches apart, the 
white light directly above the red. Both lights to 
be 80 constructed as to show a clear, uniform, and 
uubroken light, visible all around the horizon at a 
distance of a ieast two miles. 

“section B.—AILl vessels of over 100 feet in length 
to carry the lights described in section A forward 
of the foremest, and at the aftermest peak two 
lights of the same character, but with the white 
light directly below the red,” 

Mr. Goodrich stated that he had received from 
a gentiewan prominent in maritime affairs in 
New-York a letter requesting him to proposy 
substantially the following as a substitute for 
Article XI. of the rules relating to one ship being 
overtaken by another: 

“ Any vessel, whether stationary or under way, 
being sanperenery approached or evertaken by aay 
steam vessel at night, may exhibit a lighted torc 
or flare-up light upon that int or quarter from 
whioh such steam vessel shall be approaching, and 
ii under way shall keep her course and speed. 
Every steam vessel approaching another vessel at 
night shall, upon the exhibition of sach torch or 
light, if necessary, vither slacken spoed, stop, or re- 
verse, tailing to do which such vessel shall be Mable 
to a penalty of $500.” 

Some discussion followed as to the work of 
the committees, the result of which was tbat, 
ou motion of Mr. Goodrich, the conference ad- 
journed until Monday next at 11 A. M., in order 
that the committees might have time to con- 
sider matters already referred to them. 

Admiral Franklin, before adjournment, an- 
nounced the following committees, to whom 
phali be referred ail devices and systems relat- 
ing to nautical affairs presented to the confer- 
ences; Theobold Verbrugghe, Belgium; Henri 
Vetillart, France; Admiral Bowden-Smith, 
Great Britain; Commodore Nonasterio, Mexico; 
§. I. Kimball, United States.

NEWS OF THE BRITISH NAVY. 


The new British warship Royal Sovereign 
work upon which has begun at Portsmouth Dock 
Yard, will, it is said, be the largest war-ship in 
the world. The vessel is to be completed for 
sea, with all guns and stores on board, by 1893, 

The Royal Sovereign is one of the four ar- 
mored battle ships of 14,000 tons burden which 
are to be built under the special programme. 

She is to carry four 67-ton guns of 1349-inch 
calibre, arranged in two barbettes and sup- 
ported by a powerful battery of 6-inch and 





.quick-firing guns, The mounting of the heavy 


guns en barbette gives them, it is supposed, a 
much more effective range of fire than if they 
were moor in turrets, for they are about fifteen 
feet higher above the water. But 1t must not 
be forgotten that the guns are more exposed to 
anenemy’s fire and the gun crews have little 
protection from small-arm tire 

The Royal Sovereign will be 380 feet in 
length, 75 feetin beam, and 2712 feet in draught, 
with a displacement of 14,150 tons. She will 
far exceed in weight any ship hitherto built for 
At the water-line she will be 
protected by an armor belt 819 feet broad, ex- 
tending over two-thirds of her length, and hav- 
ing a2 maximum thickness of 18 inches, The 
armor on the barbettes will be 17 inches thick, 
while the protection of the guns and their 
crews in the atixiliary armament as Well as the 
ammunition supply has been devised to meet 
the development in high explosives and quick- 
tiring guns. The ship’s engines will have a 
maximum power of 13,000 horses under forced 
draught and of 9,000 under natural draught. The 
speed with closed stokeholds is estimated at 17 
knots an hour; with open stokeholds at 16 
knots an hour. The coal supply of the Royal 
Sovereign will be 900 tons, enabling her to 
cruise 5,000 miles at the rate of 10 knots an 
hour. 


In consequence of the unfavorable reports of 
theengine trials of the sharpshooter class of 
torpedo gunboats the Admiralty, according to 


the United Services Gazette, has given orders for 
a series of experiments to be carried out with 
the Seagull, a vessel of the sharpshooter rf 
At present the Seaguil is in the hands of the 
dock-yard people at Chatham for equipment 
and completion. Her boiler fittings have been 
altered, more grate Space has been provided, 
and it is hoped that the new arrangements will 
prove satisfactory, so far as the stokehold is 
concerned. The experiments will then be 
wholly directed to tests of the engines by the 
Admiralty designers to ascertain the best man- 
ner in which to avoid the breakdowns which 
occur whenever high speed is required. The 
engines were designed to realize a speed of at 
least eighteen knots an hour, but little more 
than half of this can, as a rule, be secured. 
Naval officers, both exeoutive and engineers, 
declare that the fault lies in the insufficient 
weight allowed for the engines in designing the 
bull. In support of this view it is pointed out 
that the Calliope, which was savéd at Apia b 
the strength of her engines, was overweigh 
and the contractors for her engines were fined 
for the excess. 


The gunnery trials of the 110-ton breech-load- 
ing guns on the Victoria were most satisfactory. 
Great importance was attached to these trials, 


as it was known that reports had it that three 
ot the guns were defective. Several Admiralty 
officials were present to satisfy their own eyes 
of the results of the tests. Sixteen rounds in 
ali were fired from the two guns. Four of 
these were with the reduced charge of 720 
pounds of powder, and twelve with the full 
charge of.960 pounds, the projectile in each 
case Weighing 1,800 pounds. The guns were 
fired at from thirteen degrees of elevation to 
tive degrees of depression. The recoils were 
well within the allowed limits and the carriages 
worked without difficwty. The smaller 
armament, consisting of one ten-inch and ten 
six-inch breech-loaders and twenty-one three- 
pounder and six-pounder quick-firing guns was 
also satisfactorily tested. “he Victoria will be 
put in commission and ordered to tho Mediter- 
ranean as flagship on that station. The tests of 
the Victoria’s capstans and anchors were un- 
satisfactory, and defects in them will have to 
be made good before the vessel sails. 


The problem of providing es sufficient number 
of officers has become a very serious question 
tthe British service. The proposed commis- 


sioning of warrant officers is said to be very 
popular, but it would necessitate a delay for 
instructing the warrant officers in navigation, 
and then sending them to sea for a period of 
practical instruction in this line. It is now pro- 
posed to call in retired officers of the rank of 
Captain and Commander, who would be utilized 
respectively as Commanders and Lieutenants. 
The theory of retirement is well understood. 
Itis that officers are shelved, to be employed 
again should the necessity of the service re~ 
quire it. Itis inferred that many naval) of- 
ticers now on the retired list have tired of en- 
forced idleness and would be glad to go to sea 
again under a new scheme of employment. 
Finally, it is suggested that their period of 
service should be for five years, and that the 
duties stould be confined to harbor and guard 
ships and to the reserved squadron. 


Not much, according to Broad Arrow, has ap- 
peared in the press as tothe great inconven- 
ience of the five-year-ol@ system of fitting 


broadside and machine guns in sponsons pro- 
jecting beyond the ship’s side. It is said that 
nearly all those who bad todo with guns 80 
mounted during the mancuvres are loud in de- 
nouncing them as altogether an abomination. 
Itseems very questionable whether in chase 
the foremost sponson guns could be used at all 
in a seaway,.* lt seems certain that the firing 
would be very baad. The sponsons, it is further 
said, stop the sbhip’s way, steaming against the 
sea, and have a tendency to make her very wet. 
They are further liable to destruction in coming 
alongside another ship, and they smash up 
boats and small craft. 


There will be a further series of experiments 
with shells containing bursting charges. of 
melinite and other high explosives, at Ports- 


mouth, under the direction of the naval gun- 
nery officers and the Ordnance Committee at 
that port. It 18 understood that the object of 
the trials will be to investigate more complete- 
ly the value of picric acid and its compounds 
needed for use inshelis. 8o far these powerful 
agents have been found to be so susceptible to 
concussion that the act of striking against even 
a thin armor plate has been sufiicient to ex- 

lode the sheli before it could penetrate. If, 

owever, a means could be devised for delaying 
the explosion until the sheli reached the in- 
terior of the ship, much greater effect would be 
produced, 


The British have launched another new war 
ship, the Thrush. She was built at the yards of 
Mesars. Soott & Co. of Greenock. The Thrush, 


which was built after the designs of Mr. W. H. 
White, is a steel-framed vessel, planked with 
two thicknesses of teak, and is of $05 tons dis- 
placement. She is 165 feet long, with 31 feet 
beam; draught of water forward, 10 teet3 
inches, and aft, 13 feet. Her armament will con- 
sist of six four-inch breech-loaders, two quiok- 
tiring guns, and four Nordenfelt machine guns. 
The engines are of the horizontal triple-expan- 
sion type and are designed to develop 1,200 
indicated horse power. 


Six trials have been made with the engines of 
the British cruiser Redbreast under forced 
draught, aud all have resulted in failure, It 


has been found impossible to develop the 
desired horse power, owing to the leak- 
age of the boiler tubes. None of the old 
ships seems to be giving the trouble that the 
new ones are uffording. [tis evident that the 
old machinery was solid and reliable, though it 
“was not intended for such high horse-power 
development. 

During the last week two British war ships 
have run on the rocks, receiving more or leas 
damage. The Anson went ashore at Kiel and 
knocked a hole in her bottom. She will have to 
go to Portsmouth tor repairs. The Icarus of 
the Pacitic squadron went ushore at Esquimalt. 
The Acorn attempted to puil her off, but failed. 
Later on the Icarus was Worked into deep 
water and taken to Esquimalt for repairs. 

Some of the British war ships on the east coast 
of Africa, engaged in blockade duty, have bad 
a severe time with sickness aboard. The 
Agamemnon, which has been ordered to the 
Mediterranean, suffered 80 greatly that she had 
to go off the coast to recruit the health of her 
mea. It was no uncommon thing for seventy 
men on the Agameinuon to be on one sick list. 

Goth Commander Russel and Navigating 
Lieut. Sharpe were found at fault by the court- 


martial for the loss of the Lily off Newfound- 
land, and were ordered reprimanded and dis- 
missed their ship. Lieut. Hewitt was acquitted 
without blame. The survivors of the crew of 
the Lily will be sent to England by the troop 
ship Himslaya,

demned vessels, A torpedo range is about to 
pe constructed near Piymouth Breakwater.

Another aspirant for the favors of racegoers 
gracefully dofts its hat to-day, and, throwing 
open the gates of its home, bids a cordial wel- 
come to all the world to come over to New-Jer- 
sey and see what a fine pleasure ground has 
been provided. Visitors to the Elizabeth track 
during the past week will find a more-complete- 
ly and somewhat more-gaudily clothed young- 
ster waiting to greet them. That the gayly- 
dressed urchin may be as prosperous in his 
youth, as sturdy and steady in his growth, and 
as winning in his ways as his democratic 
brother a few miles away is the wish of every 
one who enjoys the royal sport of racing. 

The Linden Blood Horse Association has not 
indulged in much horn blowing.

within easy walking distance of the track, and 
these will participate in the sport, which, begin- 
ning at 1:30 sharp this afternoon, will continue 
for six days. The grand stand, from which 
people can get a fine view of che racing, has 
two stories, with ampie room for 5,000 people, 
who will find the tevessary restaurant accom- 
modations on the floor beneath the stands.

They will 
thus race daily in opposition to the Clifton As- 
sociation, which has been carrying on a fight 
with them during the past week, and leave to 
the Hudson Coungy Association, which has 
built’ a new mile track at Guttenberg, 
clear dates on Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Sat- 
urdays. That the present meeting should have 
been more than ordinarily successful is not to 
be wondered at, for the management has been 
perfect in every way, the railroad facilities not 
only fully adequate, but admirable, and every- 
thing, with veterans 1n race-track management 
at the helm, has been conducted as it the club 
were an’ old established. one, instead of a new 
venture.

COAL FIELDS OF ALASKA 


A NEW SOURCE OF WHALTH 
OPENED IN 7HE NORTH. 
CONTRABAND SEALSKINS IN THE WARE- 
HOUSES OF OONALASKA AND HOW 

THEY WILL BE DISPOSED OF. 

Sitka, Alaska. Oot. 1.—The United States 
revenue cutter Rush which recently arrived 
here from Behring Sea placed in the ware- 
houses of the Alaska Commercial Company 
at Oonalaska 2,400 sealskins taken during 
the crulse from six different contraband sealers 
overhauled in Behring 8ea, Some of these voes- 
sels carried American colors and others were 
British vessels, the Black Diamond among the 
rest, which made its escape with her prize 
master, John Hankinson. The sealskins, after 
being deposited in the warehouse at Oonalaska, 


were receipted for by the Deputy United States « 


Marshal at that point and they will remain 
there until next Summer, 

In the meantime they have been libeled in 
six different lots or parcels for condemnation in 
the district court, and unless the owners of 
the skins put in claims therefor they will 
be ordered to be sold at public sale, in 
the seizures of vessels and sealskins in 1887, 
@ scandhl arose out of the ordering of the 
skins to be sold here, and a suit is now pend- 
ing by the United States against a former 


Depaty Collector of Customs for several thou- 
sand dollars aileged to have been feceived by 
him inacorrupt combination and conspiracy, 
whioh resulted in having an order made for 
the sale of the seizures here, and com- 
etition prevented. The evidence clearly shows 
hat one check ot $1,100 was paid to him in 
furtherance of the conspiracy by certain spec- 
ulators of Victoria who are beyond the juris- 
diction of the courts of the United States. In 
the disposition of the seizures of 1889 tho 
court will endeavor to prevent a repetition of a 
scandalous combination such as existed here in 
the case of the seizures of 1887. 

That year about one-third of the seizures 
were sold, under the order of the court, in San 
Francisco, and the Government got a fair mar- 
ket price for the skins. The order of the court 
in the case of the seizures of 1889 will be that 
the skins be sold in San Francisco at public 
auction. This cannot take place until next year 
some time, bacause the last steamer to Oona- 
laska for the season has gone, and the authori- 
ties here will have to wait until the first steam- 
ers Can goin there next year and bring them 


out. 

None of the sealskins taken in this contra- 
band trade equal in market value those taken 
on the seal islands. In the latter case the 
animals are driven off from the rookeries to the 
killing grounds, where they are dispatched with 
clubs, and in that way no injury is done to the 
pelt, while, on the other hand, all the skins 
taken by contraband sealers, or even by the 
natives along the coast of Alaska, are captured 
in the water by killing the animals with shot- 
guns, rifles, and arrows, and often by small 
bombs or hand grenades. This method of kill- 
ing the animals impairs the value of the pelt 
as compared with the market value: of skins 
taken by the Alaska Commercial Company on 
the seal islands, 

Many pup sealskins are included in the in- 
ventories of those captured from contraband 
sealers. As there is no opportunity for selec- 
tion in contraband sealing, many of the skins 
are inferior in fur. 

Some important coal discoveries have been 
made during this Summer’s cruise of the Rush. 
A large deposit of excellent coal has been 
found on the north side of Unga Island, one of 
the Shumigan group. This discovery was made 
through private enterprise, and the omginal 
prospector has been at work allSummer with 
three men developing the mine, The vein indi- 
cates a thickness of ten feet, and the coal, as test- 
ed, discloses an excellent quality of steam coal, 
A large body of lignite was discovered on’one of 
the neighboring jslands of the same group, but 
its valué is greatly impaired for steam coal by 
the tact that it is susaturated with water tnatit 
cannot be used to any great advantage until 
thoroughly dried after nee mined. At Unga 
Island, however, the coal is of great value. 
The discovery is about a mile inland from the 
Behring Sea side of the island. To reach a wa- 
ter front on the other side of the island will re- 
quire a tramway about twelve miles iong, which 
will not be diffloult to construct. The approaches 
to Unga Island on the Behring 8ea side are ex- 
ceedingly difficult and perilous. to navigation. 

Capital has been enlisted for the construction 
of the necessary tramway to get the coal to the 
coast, and when that enterprise is fully inaugu- 
rated it will be of great benefit to the entire 
Pacific coast States. Naval officers report the 
quality of the coal as equal tp that of the 
Wellington mines on Vancouver Island, now 
used by allsteam vessels, public and private, 
from Puget Sound to Behring Sea. The Alaska 
Commercial Company alone consumes thou- 
sands of tons of Wellington coal in its own fleet 
of ships and at its numerous trading ports to 
the westward cf Sitka, besides bringing ,hun- 
dreds of tons for the use of the naval vessels 
and revenue cutters in those waters. 

The outcropping of good coal at Cook’s Inlet is 
#0 extensive that the crew of the United States 
steamshipThetis last September, when the vessel 
was on her way here from the Arctic Ocean, went 
ashore and mined and put aboard sixty tons 
from the surface on the beach, and used it on 
the way down for steam with most excellent re- 
sults. After the Thetis got here the writer 
used about half a ton of the same coal in an 
open grate for warming purposes and found it 
equal to the best Pittsburg for open-grate fires, 

he past two years’ explorations in the sup- 
posed coal Helds of Western Alaska have demon- 
strated that the Territory presents a new and 
inexhaustable source or wealth in its coal 
fields, There is every indication that the coal can 
be easily mined. This is the unvarying state- 
ment of every person who has had the means of 
personalobservation. THE TIMEs’s correspond- 
ent has conversed with many naval, revenue, 
and other otticers and intelligent and cautious 
persons, who have been on the ground and 
made careful estimates. Wellington coal 
brought to Juneau and Sitka for a year 
has cost, at the lowest possible price, $14 
and $15 per ton. In August and September of 
1888 the same coal sold in San Francisco for 
= per ton. Owing to the proximity of the 
iscovered coal flelds of Western Alaska to the 
beach, land transportation will be a minor item 
in their development. The labor cost will be no 
more than that of the most favored mines in the 
States. The tendency is constantly to keep 
down ocean freights where there is fair compe- 
tition, which will certainly be an element in the 
transportation of coal from the flelds of Western 
Alaska. : 

The supply. seems illimitable, the consump- 
tion will rapidly increase and the business of its 
transportation to California, Oregon, and Wash- 
ington will become enormous. ith ocean 
transportation, it is not wide of the mark to 
say that this Western Alaska coal from Cook’s 
Inlet, and Unga Island, and from other sources 
along the coast, will reduce the price to the 
Pacific States fully one-half its present cost. 
The material element in the present high price 
of coal in Southeastern Alaska is in the mono 
oly of transportation which tne Pacific 
Coast Steamship Company has in the 
entire carrying trade in the waters 
of the Alexandrian archipelago. The develop- 
ment of the industries of Southeastern Alaska 
is becoming so great that one of two things 


‘must ocour—either a material reduction in the 


rates of freight or competition will setin. Al- 
ready one new company has entered the deld 
for the freight traffic, by means of a steamer of 
300 tons, trading from Seattie and Tacoma to 
Juneau and Sitka and intermediate points.

SHOT BY HER BROTHER. 


MARY DANIELS HAD QUARRELED WITH 
WILLIAM OVER A LEGACY. 


William Daniels, a married man of forty-eight 
years, fired six shote at his sister Mary yester- 
day in an attempt upon her life. One of the 
balls passed through her shoulder and another 
struck her in the head just above the right 
temple. The shooting took place in-the dining 
room of 600 Marcy-avenue, Brooklyn, the home 
of old Mr. Thomas Daniels, tha, father of the 
two participants. 

William had been living at his father’s house 
for several weeks, and owing to his violent 
conduct the daughter, Mary, who is thirty-nine 
years old, had gone to live with a cousin, Mrs, 
Horton of 29 Pulaski-street. She had been in the 
habit of going to her father’s house every morn- 
ing to provide for his comfort, but always 
left before William awoke. Yesterday she 
was inducea® to stay to dinner, and 


it was while she. was eating that 
er brother suddenly drew a revolver and 
egan to fire at ner. She fell to the floor, and 
| prseg one knee on her body and fired the 
ast snot. It was this one that took effect in 
her head. Two physicians were summoned, and, 
after extracting the ball, pronounced Miss 
Daniels out of danger. Her would-be murderer 
Was arrested and locked up in the Gates-avenue 
police station, 

The trouble dates back several years to the 
death of old Mrs. Daniels. She left the house 
600 Marcy-avenue to her daughter and an idiot 
son now in an asylum. To this William ob- 
jected, and in a suit before Surrogate Lott broke 
the will. The property was ordered to be sold 
and the proceeds divided between the three 
children. This has not yet been done, In the 
meantime the book bindery business of 
ola Mr. Daniels petered out, and he sold his 
interest for $4,000, This money was deposit- 
ed in his daughter’s name, but William induced 
his father to bring suit to recover it. This ac- 
tion was unsuccessful, and William swore that 
he would kill bis sister. He made two attempts 
and Miss Daniels had to moveaway. Yester- 
day’s oo, successful attempt was the 
third. iiliam also threatened to Kill his aged 
father, and, it is said by a relative of the family, 
took the old man away from home twice for 
that purpose. 

Daniels was examimed by two physicians yes- 
terday and pronounced insane. ® has been 
in the Flatbush Asylum on two occasions. He 
has a wife and a grown son, but has not lived 
with them for a long time,

The entire line was to rup from the Forty-sec- 
ond-Street Ferry up West Forty-second-street 
to Eleventh-avenue, down Eleventh-avenne to 
West Thirty-fourth-street, up West ‘Thirty: 
fourth-street to Tenth-avenue. and then with 
single instead of double tracks on Twenty-eigzhth 
and Twenty-ninth streets, West and East, ta 
First-avenue, down First-avenue to East Twen- 
ty-fourth-street, thence to Avenue A, and over 
Avenue A to the Twenty-third-Street Ferry. 
But at the time when the scheme was first de- 
veloped there was great opposition on both 
Twenty-eighth and Twenty-ninth streets to tha 


building of such a road. Father Doncey of St. 
Leo’s Church led the interests opposed to the 
company, and a large number of other proper- 
ty holders agreéd with him. Injunctions were 
secured, which stopped work fortwo years, and 
few people who had not kept informed of the 
company’s operations had any idea that the 
plan was still alive. 

Its revival appears to be the result of a gen- 
eral pooling of issues on the part of this read 
and its competitors, as well as a general weak- 
ening of opposition by property holders. When 
Mayor Grace vetoed the ordinance ordering the 
sale of this franchise to the highest bidder in 
1886, he stated two reasons for his action. In 
the first place, the road would have to run over 
the Belt Line track on Avenus A for a distance 

ater than the 1,000 feet which is allowed. 
n the second, it would be open to the same ob- 
ection on Eleventh-avenne, where the New- 
ork Central and Hudson River ad has its 
tracks, although the Mayor conceded that the 
latter did not have the rights and privileges of 
a street railroad company. It is stated now 
that both these corporations have been con- 
ciliated, and that a contract exists with the 
Belt Line which willleave no room for trouble 
there. The officials of the company claim that 
they are now prepared to carry out the terms 
of their franchise, which was at last secured by 
@ sale under an ordinance passed over the veta 
above alluded to. 

But this is not all. The plan, as now consid- 
ered, contemplates an even more extensive new 
system of street roads. Two cross-town ¢om- 
panies held franchises, not operated upon, 
which would have brought them into competi- 
tion with the Twenty-sighth and Twenty-ninth 
street corporation at the time when the latter’s 
charter was secured. These were the “ Thirty- 
fourth-street and Eleventh-avenye,” torun from 
One Hundred and Fifteenth-street down to 
Thirty-second and Thirty-third streets on 
Eleventh-avenue and thence across the city on 
those two streets with single tracks, making 
connection over private property with the 
Thirty-fourth-Street Ferry on the east side, and 
the ‘“Thirty-fourth-street line,” running on 
that thoroughfare from river to river. Both 
of these companies have come under exactly 
the same management, although maintaining 
their individuality in order to keep their privi- 
leges. Mr. D. D. Conover is President of all 
three, 

When called upon by a TIMES reporter at his 
office, 45 William-street, Mr. Conover stated 
yesterday afternoon that he expected to have 
the line from the West Forty-second-street 
Ferry to the foot of East T'wenty-third-street 
open and ready to run .cars by Dec. 1 of this 
year unless there should be unexpected ob- 
stacles to overcome. “‘We are going to push 
work as rapidly as possible,’ ¢he continued, 
‘‘and there is capital enough behind the com- 
pany to go right through with the job. If we 
Can get our rails made immediately we sball 
also commence laying tracks on the other two 
lines, of which I am also President. I cannot 
see any probable difficulty anywhere.” 

“ How about the percentage of 26.2 which 
you have agreed to pay the city on the Twenty- 
eighth and Twenty-ninth street franchise?” 

“Well, of course4it goes without saying that 
uo road can live and pay any such percentage 
on gross receipts. But we have no reason to 
believe that the city is inclined to treat us un- 
justly. In what form the relief will come I 
cannot say, but we shali only ask, after the 
Toad is in running order, for fair treatment. 
We are ready, in fact, to let the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners or the city fix what will bea 
fair percentage, and we will pay it. This road 
is largely an experiment, but there is almost no 
doubt at all of its success. I nelieve it has been 
needed for some time. But the act under which 
this franchise was bid fur makes it almost un- 
avoidable for bona fide bidders to go above 
what tiey can afford to pay in the way of per- 
centage. Some subsequent legislation has made 
relief possible. What can genuine bidders do 
for example, against such bidding as was done 
on the Montague-street franchise in Brooklyn, 
where the successful company offered to pay 
over more than 100 per cent. of the gross re- 
ceipts? The factis that such reliefis neither 
improper nor unjust.” 

About a month ago the Twenty-sighth and 
Twenty-ninth Street Railroad Company sub- 
mitted a sample of the rail they wished to use 
to Commissioner Gilroy of the Department of 
Public Works. It was notin any way satisfac- 
tory, having a groove more than fifteen-six- 
teenths of au inch wide, and athin edge outside 
the groove not coming up to the levei of the 
payement. This was promptly decided against, 
and the oe was forced to make new ar- 
Trangements. About a week ago a flat ratl with 
a fifteen-sixteenths-of-an-inch groove was sub- 
mitted and was accepted. It is this which is to 
be laid along the whole length of the line. A 
majority of the property owners along the route 
having given their consent the company was 
entitied to a permit to lay tracks, and sucha 
permit has been granted by the department.
